ROYAL CHARTER 

Granted to W I L L I A M P E N N, Efq; 

Proprietary and Governor of Pennsylvania. 

CHARLES the Second, by the Grace of G O D, King of England, Scotland, France and Ireland, Preamble. 
Defender of the Faith, fcfe. To all to whom thefe Prefents fhall come, Greeting : 

WHEREAS Our Trufty and Well-beloved Subject W IL liam Penn, Efq; Son and Heir of Sir 
William Penn deceafed (out of a commendable Defire to enlarge Our Englijb Empire, and promote 
fuch ufeful Commodities as may be of Benefit to Us and Our Dominions, as alfo to reduce the favage Na- 
tives by gentle and juft Manners to the Love of Civil Society and Chriftian Religion) hath humbly be- 
fought Leave of Us to tranfport an ample Colony unto a certain Country herein after defcribed, in the 
Parts of America not yet cultivated and planted ; and hath likewife humbly befought Our Royal Majefty 
to give, grant, and confirm all the faid Country, with certain Privileges and Jurifdictions, requifite for 
the good Government and Safety of the faid Country and Colony, to him and his Heirs for ever : 

SECT. I. 

KNOW YE THEREFORE, That We (favouring the Petition and good Purpofe of the faid Confederation of the 
William Penn, and having Regard to the Memory and Merits of his late Father in divers Services, and ° rant « 
particularly to his Conduct, Courage and Discretion under Our deareft Brother JA M E S Duke of York, 
in that fignal Battle and Victory, fought and obtained againft the Dutch Fleet commanded by the Heer 
Van Opdam, in the Year 1665 : In Confideration thereof, of Our fpecial Grace, certain Knowledge, and 
meer Motion) have given and granted, and by this Our prefent Charter, for Us, Our Heirs and Suc- 
cefTors, do give and grant unto the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, all that Tract or Part of 
Land in America, with all the Iflands therein contained, 'as the fame is bounded on the Eaft by Delawar Bounds of the Grant. 
River, from Twelve Miles Diftance Northwards of Neiu-Cajlle Town unto the Three and Fortieth Degree 
of Northern Latitude, if the faid River doth extend fo far Northward ; but if the faid River fhall not ex- 
tend fo far Northwards, then by the faid River fo far as it doth extend ; and from the Head of the faid 
River the Eaftern Bounds are to be determined by a Meridian Line, to be drawn from the Head of the 
faid River unto the faid Three and Fortieth Degree. The faid Land to extend Weftward five Degrees in 
Longitude, to be computed from the faid Eaftern Bounds ; and the faid Lands to be bounded on the 
North by the Beginning of the Three and Fortieth Degree of Northern Latitude, and on the South by a 
Circle drawn at twelve Miles Diftance from Nesv-Cajlle Northward and Weftward, unto the Beginning of 
the Fortieth Degree of Northern Latitude, and then by a ftraight Line Weftward to the Limits of Lon- 
gitude abovementioned. 

SECT. II. 

W E do alfo give and grant unto the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, the free and undifturbed Free Paffage, &c . 
Ufe and Continuance in, and PafTage unto and out of all and fingular Ports, Harbours, Bays, Waters, grarite " 
Rivers, Ifles and Inlets, belonging unto, or leading to and from the Country or Iflands aforefaid, and all 
the Soils, Lands, Fields, Woods, Underwoods, Mountains, Hills, Fens, Ifles, Lakes, Rivers, Waters, Soils, Ifles, Bays, fcfe. 
Rivulets, Bays and Inlets, fituate or being within, or belonging unto the Limits and Bounds aforefaid, 
together with the Fifhing of all Sorts of Fifh, Whales, Sturgeon, and all Royal and other Fifties, in the Fiflieries. 
Seas, Bays, Inlets, Waters or Rivers, within the Premifes, and the Fifh therein taken ; and alfo all Veins, 
Mines and Quarries, as well difcovered as not difcovered, of Gold, Silver, Gems and precious Stones, Mine*, Gems, Cfc. 
and all other whatfoever, be it Stones, Metals, or of any other Thing or Matter whatfoever, found or to 
be found within the Country, Ifles or Limits aforefaid. 

SECT. III. 

AND him the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, We do by this Our Royal Charter, for Us, WuUam Penn, &c. made 
Our Heirs and SuccefTors, make, create and conftitute the true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Country a ° ute ro P riet "J» 
aforefaid, and of all other the Premifes : Saving always to Us, Our Heirs and SuccefTors, the Faith and Lying the Faith and 
Allegiance of the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, and of all other the Proprietaries Tenants and ™^™^[Z*; 
Inhabitants, that are or fhall be within the Territories and Precincts aforefaid ; and faving alfo unto Us, and t he Sovereignty. 
Our Heirs and SuccefTors, the Sovereignty of the aforefaid Countries ; T O HAVE, hold, pofTefs and 
enjoy the faid Tract of Land, Country, Ifles, Inlets, and other the Premifes, unto the faid William Penn, 
his Heirs and Affigns, to the only proper Ufe and Behoof of the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, 
for ever to be holdcn of Us, Our Heirs snd SuccefTors, Kings of England, as of Our Caftle of Wind- 
far, in Our County of Berks, in free and common Soccage, by Fealty only for all Services, and not;* To be holder, h. com- 
Capite, or by Knights Service : Yielding and payi, to Us, Our Heirs and SuccefTors, Two «™ *~m »*

SECT. IV. 
AND forafmuch as We have hereby made and ordained the aforefaid William Penn, his Heirs and 
Aligns, the true and ablolute Proprietaries of all the Lands and Dominions aforefaid, KNOW YE 
T H E R r. FO R B, r l hat We (repofing fpecial Trull and Confidence in the Fidelity, Wifdom, Juftice 
and provident Circumfpcttion of the faid William Penn) for Us, Our Heirs and Succeflbrs, do grant free, 
LTwUhTh^Conicnt ful1 and ablo ^e Power (by Virtue of thefe Prefents) to him and his Heirs, to his ana their Deputies 
oftheFrwir.cn. and Lieutenants, for the good and happy Government of the faid Country, to ordain, make and enact, 

and under his and their >^eals to publifh any Laws whatfocver, for the raifing of Money for the public 
Ufes of the faid Province, or for any other End, appertaining either unto the public State, Peace or 
Safety of the faid Country, or unto the private Utility of particular Perfons, according unto their bell: 
Difcretion, by and with the Advice, Afl'ent and Approbation of the Freemen of the faid Country, or 
the greater Part of them, or of their Delegates or Deputies, whom for the enacting of the faid I aws, 
when and as often as Need fhall require, We will that the faid William Penn, and his Heirs, fliall afilra- 
Affembly. bl c j u r ucn sort and Form, as to him and them fhall feem bell, and the fame Laws duly to execute, un- 

to and upon all People within the faid Country and Limits thereof. 

SECT. V. 
AND We do likewife give and grant unto the faid William Penn, and his Heirs, and to his and their 
Power to make Jiidgei Deputies and Lieutenants, full Power and Authority to appoint and ellablilh any Judges and J uftices, 
Probiie of Willi, ttt. Ma oift rates an d other Officers whatfoever, for what Caufes foever (for the Probates of Wills, and for

Knowledge, and meer Motion, do give and grant by Virtue of thefe Prefents, as well unto the faid Wil- 
liam Penn, and his Heirs, as to all others who fhall from Time to Time repair unto the faid Country, 
with a Purpofe to inhabit or trade with the Natives of the faid Country, full Licence to lade and freight 
in any Ports whatfoever, of Us, Our Heirs and Succeflbrs, according to the Laws made or to be made 
within Our Kingdom of England, and unto the faid Country, by them, their Servants or Afligns, to 
tranfport all and Angular their Goods, Wares and Merchandizes, as likewife all Sorts of Grain whatfo- And their Goods, Mer- 
ever, and all other Things whatfoever, neceffary for Food or Clothing, not prohibited by the Laws and ehandizes, &c 
Statutes of Cur Kingdoms and Dominions to be carried out of the faid Kingdoms, without any Let or 
Moleftation of Us, Our Heirs and Succeflbrs, or of any the Officers of Us, Our Heirs and Succeflbrs ;

Unlading of the fame, to lade the faid Merchandize and Goods again into the fame or other Ships, and ' "' 
to tranfport the fame into any ether Countries, either of Our Dominions or foreign, according to Law ; 
Provided ahvajs, that they pay fuch Cuftoms and Impofitions, Subfldies and Duties for the fame, to Us, p ay ing Cuftoms, and 
Our Heirs and Succeflbrs, as the reft of Cur Subjects of Our Kingdom of England, for the Time being, obferving the Aclsof 
fhall be bound to pay, and do obferve the Ads of Navigation, and other Laws in that Behalf made. avigation.

Our Heirs and Succeffors, 
We do grant unto the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, That he, the fold tfi/A*»»/™«, his 
Heirs and Affigns, may from Time to Time for ever have and enjoy the Cuftoms and bub fidies, fa the 
Ports, Harbours, and other Creeks and Places aforefaid, within the Province aforefaid payable or due 
for Merchandire and Wares there to be laded and unladed, the faid Cuftoms and Snbfidie. to be reafon- 
ably affeffed upon any Occafion, by themfelves and the People there as aforefaid to be affembled, to whom 
We give Power by thefe Prefents, for Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors, upon juft Caufe and in a due Pro- 
portion, to affefs and impofe the fame; faving unto Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors, fuch Impofitions and 
Cuftoms, as by Aft of Parliament are and frail be appointed. 

SECT. XIV. 
AND it is Our farther Will and Pleafure, That the faid William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, frail 
from Time to Time conftitute and appoint an Attorney or Agent, to refide in or near Our City of Lon- 
don, who frail make known the Place where he frail dwell or may be found unto the Clerks of Our 
Privy Council for the Time being, or one of them, and frail be ready to appear in any of Our Courts at 
Wejlminjler, to anfwer for any Mifdemeanor that frail be committed, or by any wilful Default or Negleft 
permitted by the faid William Penn, his Heirs or Affigns, againft Our Laws of Trade and Navigation ; 
and after it frail be afcertained in any of Our faid Courts what Damages We, or Our Heirs or Succef- 
fors, frail have fuftained by fuch Default or Negleft, the faid William Penn, his Heirs or Affigns, frail 
pay the fame within One Year after fuch Taxation, and Demand thereof from fuch Attorney : Or in 
cafe there frail be no fuch Attorney, by the Space of One Year, or fuch Attorney frail no.t make Payment 
of fuch Damages within the Space of a Year, and anfwer fuch other Forfeitures and Penalties within the 
faid Time, as by Afts of Parliament in England are and frail be provided, according to the true Intent 
and Meaning of thefe Prefents, then it frail be lawful for Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors, to feize and 
refume the Government of the faid Province or Country, and the fame to retain until Payment frail be 
made thereof: But notwithflanding any fuch Seizure or Refumption of the Government, nothing con- 
cerning the Propriety or Ownerfrip of any Lands, Tenements, or other Hereditaments, or Goods or 
Chattels of any of the Adventurers, Planters or Owners, other than the refpeftive Offenders there, frail 
any ways be arrefted or molefted thereby.

SECT. XV. 
FROVIDED always, and Our Will and Pleafure is, That neither the faid William Penn, nor his 
Heirs, or any other the Inhabitants of the faid Province, frail at any Time hereafter have or maintain any 
Correfpondence with any other King, Prince or State, or with any of their Subjects, who frail then be 
in War againft Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors ; nor frail the faid William Penn, or his Heirs, or any other 
the Inhabitants of the faid Province, make War, or do any Aft of Hoftility againft any other King, 
Prince or State, or any of their Subjefts, who frail then be in League or Amity, with Us, Our Heirs or 
Succeffors. 

SECT. XVI. 
AND becaufe in fo remote a Country, and fituate near many barbarous Nations, the Incurfions as 
well of the Savages themfelves, as of other Enemies, Pirates and Robbers, may probably be feared ; 
Therefore We have given, and for Us, Our Heirs and Succeffors, do give Power by thefe Prefents unto

The CHARTER of the City of Philadelphia. 

TJTT'fL LI A M P E N N, Proprietary and Governor of the Province of Pennfylvania, &c. To all 
r/S to whom thefe Prefents fhall come, fends Greeting. KNOW YE, That at the humble Rc- 
queft of the Inhabitants and Settlers of this Town of Philadelphia, being fome of the firfl Ad- 
venturers and Purchafers within this Province, for their Encouragement, and for the more immediate and 
entire Government of the faid Town, and better Regulation of Trade therein, I have, by Virtue of the 
King's Letters Patent under the Great Seal of England, erected the faid Town into a Borough, and by 
thefe Prefents do erect the faid Town and Borough of Philadelphia into a CITY; which faid City fhall 
extend the Limits and Bounds as it is laid out between Delaware and Schuylkill. 

AND Tdo for me, my Heirs and Affigns, grant and ordain, that the Streets of the faid City fhall 
for ever continue as they arc now laid out and regulated ; and that the End of each Street extending into 
t he River Delaware, fhall be and continue free for the Ufe and Service of the faid City, and the Inhabi- 
tants thereof, who may improve the fame for the beft Advantage of the City, andJbuild Wharfs fo far out 
into the River there, as the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, herein after-mentioned, fhall fee meit. 

AND I do nominate Edward Shippen to be the prefent Mayor, who fhall fo continue until another be 
chofen, as is herein after directed.

(hall ever hereafter be called CHESTER. And I further will, that the Streets, Landings and Market- 
place in the faid Town fhall for ever hereafter be, continue and remain, as they are already and have late- 
ly been laid out and modelled, and approved of by me and my Council, then fitting at Ne-iu-Cafle.

GEORGE, by the Grace of GOD, of Great-Britain, France and Ireland, King, Defender of the Preamble. 
Faith, fcfr. To all to whom thefe Prefents. fhall come, Greeting. WHEREAS Our loving Sub- 
jects, Anthony Burton, John Hall, William Wat/on, Jofeph Bond, and many other Inhabitants in the 
Town of Brijlol, in the Province of Pennfylvania, in Our Dominions in America, by their humble Peti- 
tion prefented unto William Keith, Efq; with Our Royal Approbation Governor of the faid Province of 
Pennfylvania, on Behalf of themfelves, and others the Inhabitants and Freeholders of the faid Town of 
Briftol, have fet forth, That divers Perfons, natural-born Subjects of Our Kingdom of Great-Britain, who 
were formerly Adventurers into the Province of Pennfylvania, and Owners of a certain Tract or Scite of 
Land formerly called Buckingham, in the County of Bucks, in the Province aforefaid, did, by the Appro- 
bation of the Honourable Wl L L I AM PENN, Efq; late Proprietor and Governor in Chief of the 
fame Province of Pennsylvania, appropriate feveral Lots or Parcels of their Lands, lying or bounding on 
the River Delaware, for the Accommodation of Tradefmen and others to build and fettle upon ; and that 
many People fince have thereby been encouraged to erect Buildings, as well for the Conveniency of Trade 
and Cohabitation, and lay out public Streets for the Public Ufe and Benefit ; as alfo to erect a Church 
and Meeting-Houfe for the public Worfhip of God in the faid Town ; and that the Magiftrates and Free- 
men of the faid County of Bucks, by the Countenance and Approbation of the Governor, caufed a Court- 
Houfe and Prifon to be erected there, and have for long Time held their Courts of General Quarter Sef-

II I. RE AS our Proprietary and Governor, and the Representatives of the 
Freemen of" this Province and Territories, in General AfTembly met, are 
ft ill delirous to induce the Indian Nations to the Love of the Chriftian Religion, 
by the gentle, foberandjuft Manners of profeffed Chriftians (under this Govern- 
ment) towards them : And it being too obvious that divers Perfons within this 
Province, have ufed and pra&ifed the felling of Rum, Brandy and other ftrong 
Liquors in fuch Quantities to the Indians, many of whom are not yet able to 
govern themfelves in the Ufe thereof (as by fad Experience is too well known) that 
they are generally apt to drink to great Excefs ; whereby they are not only liable 
to be cheated, and reduced to great Poverty and Want, but fometimes inflamed 
to deftroy themfelves and one another, and terrify, annoy and endanger the In- 
habitants. And forafmuch as feveral Sachems or Sacbamacks, Kings of the Indian 
Nations, have, in their Treaties with the Proprietary and Governor, earneftly de- 
fired that no European mould be permitted to carry Rum to their Towns, becaufe 
of the Mifchiefs before expreffed : And fince thefe evil Practices plainly tend to 
the great Difhonour of GOD, Scandal of the Chriftian Religion, and Hindrance 
to the embracing thereof, as well as drawing the Judgments of G O D upon the 
Country, if not timely prevented : For the Prevention whereof for the future, 
BE IT ENACTED by the Proprietary and Governor, by and with the Advice 
and Aflent of the Freemen of this Province and Territories, in General Affembly 
met, and by the Authority of the fame, That if any Perfon, inhabiting in this 
Province, or others, (hall, after the Publication hereof, directly or indirectly fell, 
barter, give or exchange, by themfelves or others, any Rum, Brandy or other 
Spirits, mixed or unmixed, to or with any Indian within this Province, and be 
lawfully convicted thereof, mail, for every fuch Offence, forfeit Ten Pounds, one 
Half to the Ufe of the County wherein he is convicted, and the other Half to 
the Difcoverer and Profecutor ; to be recovered in any Court of Record within 
this Government, any Law, Ufage or Cuflom to the contrary in any wife notwith- 
ftanding. 

AND whereas it hath been very difficult to prevent this Evil, for Want 
of Proof againft the Offenders, becaufe they privately deal with the Indians,

powered, with the Advice of the Freemen of that Province, or their Deputies, 
in General AlTembly met, to enact Laws for the good Government of the faid 
Province, under a Provifo, that fuch Laws be not repugnant or contrary to, but 
fo far as conveniently may be agreeable with, the Laws of England. As alfo, that 
a Tranfcript or Duplicate of all fuch Laws be, within five Years after the making 
thereof, transmitted and delivered to the Lords of, the Privy Council ; and that 
if any of the faid Laws, within the Space of Six Months after they mall be de- 
livered as aforefaid, be declared by her Majefty to be void, the faid Laws fhall 
thenceforth become null and void accordingly, otherwife to remain in full Force. 
And the Lords Commiffioners for Trade and Plantations having this Day laid 
before her Majefty in Council, a Collection of Laws which they had received from 
Mr. Penn, under the Seal of that Province, which he hath certified to be figned 
and paffed by him in that Province, in the Years 1700 and 1701 ; the Titles 
whereof are as follow, viz.

FOR the Prefemtioa of \ 'irtuc, Chaftity and Purity, amongfl the Inhabitants 
of this Province, and Prevention of the heinous Sins of Adultery and For- 
nication, BE IT ENACTED by John Evans, Efqj by the Queen's 

Royal Approbation, Lieutenant-Governor, under William Penn, Elq; ab- 
solute Proprietary and Governor in Chief of the Province of Peimfyhanm and 
Territories, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the laid Pro- 
vince, in General AfTembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That if any 
Perfon or Perlbns fhall commit Adultery, and be thereof legally convict, fuch 
Perfon or Perfons (hall, for the firfr. Offence, receive on his or her bare Back 
Twenty-one Lames, well laid on, at the common Whipping-pod, and fuffer 
Impriibnment for One whole Year, at hard Labour, or be fined Fifty Pounds, 
one Half to the Ufe of the Governor, and the other Half to the Ufe of the Poor, 
at the Election of the Party offending : And the injured Huiband or Wife (hall 
have a Bill of Divorce from Board and Bed, granted him or her by the Governor or 
Lieutenant-Governor for the Time being, if required within One Year after Con- 
viction. And if fuch Perfon or Perfons (hall offend a fecond Time, and (hall 
again be thereof convicted, fuch Perfon or Perfons (hall receive on his or her bare 
Back Twenty-one Lames, at the common Whipping-pod, and be imprifoned 
Seven Years at hard Labour, or pay One Hundred Pounds as aforefaid : And for 
the Third, and every Offence after, the fame Punifhment, and be branded with 
the Letter A. 

II. AND be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon 
or Perfons mall commit Fornication, and be thereof legally convicted, fuch 
Perfon or Perfons (hall receive Twenty-one Lames on his or her bare Back, well 
laid on, at the common Whipping-poft, or otherwife mail forfeit and pay to the 
Proprietary and Governor, for the Support of the Government of this Province, 
and defraying contingent Charges thereof, the Sum of Ten Pounds, at the Election 
of fuch Perfon fo convicted as aforefaid. 

III. A ND be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That any fingle 
or unmarried Woman having a Child born of her Body, the fame (hall be fuf- 
ficient Proof to convict fuch (ingle or unmarried Woman of Fornication ; and the 
Man, by fuch Woman charged to be the Father of fuch Child, (hall be the reputed 
Father ; and (he perfifting in the faid Charge in the Time of her Extremity of 
Labour, or afterwards in open Court, upon the Trial of fuch Perfon fo charged, 
the fame (hall be given in Evidence, in order to convict fuch Perfon of Forni- 
cation.

CAP. XXIII. 

An ACT to afcertain the Number of Members of Affembly, and 

to regulate the Elections. 

BE IT ENACTED by John Evans, Efq; by the Queen's Royal Ap- 
probation, Lieutenant-Governor, under William Penn, Efq; abfolute 
Proprietary and Governor in Chief of the Province of Pennjylvania and Territo- 
ries, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the faid Province, in 
General Affembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That for the well go- 
verning of this Province, there mail be an Affembly yearly chofen, and for that End, 
it mail and may be lawful to and for the Freemen and Inhabitants of the City of 
Philadelphia, as alfo for the Freemen and Inhabitants of the refpective Counties of 
this Province, without any Writ or Summons, to meet on the Firft Day of Oclober, 
yearly, for ever, at the moft ufual Place of Elections in the faid refpective Counties, 
That is to fay y For the City and County of Philadelphia, at or near the prefent 
Market-place in the faid City ; and for the County of Bucks, upon the Court- 
Houfe Ground in the Town of Brijiol ; and for the County of Chejler, at or near 
the Court-Houfe in the Town of Chejier ; and then and there choofe their Re- 
prefentatives or Delegates, to ferve them in Affembly, which mail confift of not 
lefs than Two Perfons for the faid City of Philadelphia, and Eight Perfons for each 
County of this Province ; or a greater Number, as the Governor and Affembly 
lhall at any Time hereafter agree. 

II. AND that the Members, fo to be elected, fhall meet and fit in Affembly 
on the Fourteenth Day of Oclober, yearly, for ever, at the faid City of Philadel- 
phia, unlefs the Governor and Council, for the Time being, fhall fee Caufe to 
appoint another Place, within this Province, to fit at. But when any of the faid 
Days of Elections or Meeting of Affembly fliall happen to fall on the Firft Day of 
the Week, called Sunday, then fuch Election and Meeting fhall be the next Day 
following. 

III. PROVIDED always, That no Inhabitant of this Province fhall 
have Right of electing, or being elected as aforefaid, unlefs he or they be natural 
born Subjects of England, or be naturalized in England, or in this Government, 
and unlefs fuch Perfon or Perfons be of the Age of Twenty-one Years, or up- 
wards, and be a Freeholder or Freeholders in this Province, and have Fifty Acres 
of Land or more well feated, and Twelve Acres thereof or more cleared and 
improved, or be otherwife worth Fifty Pounds, lawful Money of this Province, 
clear Eftate, and have been refident therein for the Space of Two Years before 
fuch Election. 

IV. AND to the End that Elections, upon which the Good of the Govern- 
ment fo much depends, may not be corruptly managed or obtained, Be it enabled 
by the Authority aforefaid, That all the Elections of the faid Reprefentatives fhall 
be free and voluntary, by Perfons having Eftates, and being qualified as afore- 
faid, in the refpective County or Counties for which he or they fhall elect or be 
elecled ; Provided, That the Electors and Elected for the faid City of Philadelphia 
lhall have a Freehold Eftate, or be worth Fifty Pounds, clear perfonal Eftate, 

in the fame City, and be otherwife qualified as aforefaid. And that the 
Elector, who is not fo qualified as aforefaid, or that fhall receive any Reward or 
Gift for his Vote, fhall forfeit his Right of electing for that Year, and fhall pay 
the Sum of Five Pounds, the one Half thereof to the Governor, and the other 
Half to him or them that fliall fue for the fame, in any Court of Record within

Appointment any two of the Freeholders, who, by the major Part of the Electors 
then and there prefent, fhall be nominated and appointed Judges of the faid Elec- 
tions, in the Abfence of the Sheriff or Coroner, fhall attend at the faid Elections, 
and fhall appoint fuch a Number of Clerks, for taking the Poll or Votes of the 
Electors, as the Infpectors hereafter-mentioned fhall appoint ; who fhall all take 
the faid Poll or Names of the Electors in the Prefence of the faid Sheriff, Coroner 
or other Judges, fo nominated as aforefaid, or fuch as any of them*fhall depute 
or appoint; and fhall make as many diftinct Columns, on fair Paper, as there fhall 
be Candidates voted for, as is herein after expreffed ; but before they begin, every 
Clerk fo appointed fhall, by the faid Sheriff or Coroner, or by fome Magiftrate 
then prefent, be attefted or charged, upon his folemn Affirmation, Truly and in- 
differently to take the faid Foil, and fet down the Names of each Freeholder and 
EleSlor, and the Place of his Freehold or EJlafe, and to poll no EleSlor who is not at- 
tefted, if fo required by the InfpeSiors of fuch Clerks -, which Infpectors ^re to be 
nominated by the major Part of the Electors as aforefaid.

An A C T concerning the Regiflcr-GeneraTs Office. 

WHEREAS by a Law of this Province, made in the Year One Thousand 
Seven Hundred and Five, entituled, An AB concerning the Probates of 
'written and nuncupative Wills, and for confirming Devifes of Lands, it is, amongil 
other Things, enacted, that there mould be an Officer, called Regifter-General, to 
be commiffionated by the Governor from Time to Time, for the Probate of Wills, 
and granting Letters of Adminiftration in this Province ; which Regifter-General 
mould keep his Office at Philadelphia ; and mould from Time to Time conftitute 
a fufficient Deputy to officiate for him in each of the other Counties of this 
Province : But inaimuch as no Regifter has been commiffionated and Deputies 
conftituted in each County, as the laid Act directs, BE IT THEREFORE 
ENACTED by Charles Gookin, Efq; by the Queen's Royal Approbation, 
Lieutenant-Governor, under William Penn, Efq; abfolute Proprietary and 
Governor in Chief of the Province of Pe?i?ifyhania, by and with the Advice and 
Confent of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That the faid Proprietary and Governor in Chief, or his Lieu- 
tenant-Governor for the Time being, mall, on or before the Firft Day of the Month 
called Augujl next, commiffionate a Regifter-General, for the Probate of Wills, 
and granting Letters of Adminiftration in this Province. But in cafe of the Re- 
moval of fuch Regifter-General, by Death or otherwife, then another fit Perfon 
mall, within three Weeks after fuch Removal, be commiffionated as aforefaid, 
in the Room of the Regifter-General fo removed, who mall keep his Office at 
Philadelphia, as the faid Act directs, and mall, from Time to Time, conftitute a 
fufficient Deputy to officiate for him in each of the faid other Counties ; who, 
being by him deputed, fhall be and are hereby impowered to take Probate of Wills, 
and grant Letters of Adminiftration in the refpective Counties, and to have a com- 
mon Seal, according to the Tenor and Direction of the faid Act. 

II. PROVIDED always, That if the faid Proprietary, or his Lieutenant- 
Governor, mall refufe or neglect to commiffionate a Regifter-General from Time 
to Time, as this Act directs, then the Commiffioners, Agents, or Stewards of the 
faid Proprietary, his Heirs or Affigns, who are or fhall be impowered to act for him 
or them, in Matters relating to the Seigniory or Propriety of this Province, fhall 
commiilionate a Regifter-General, within three Weeks after the Time hereby 
appointed for the Governor to do the fame : But if the faid CommhTioners, Agents 
or Stewards, fhall refufe or neglect to do their Duty therein, according to the 
Direction of this Act, then the Juftices of the Court of Common Pleas for the 
faid County of Philadelphia, for the Time being, or the major Part of them, 
fhall, as often as there may be Occafion, commiffionate the faid Officer, called 
Regifter-General, at Philadelphia -, who fhall be, and is hereby impowered and 
required to officiate as fully and effectually as any Regifter-General ever could or 
can do, according to the Powers granted by the Royal Charter, or by Virtue of 
the faid Act. 

III. AND be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That before 
any Regifter-General, or his Deputy, fhall enter upon their refpective Offices, 
he fhall find one or more fufficient Sureties, together with himfelf, to become 
bound to the faid Proprietary, his Heirs and Affigns, Proprietaries of this Pro- 
vince, in a Bond, of the Penalty of Five Hundred Pounds, for the true and faith- 
ful Execution and Difcharge of his Office, and for the Delivery of the Records 
and other Writings belonging to the fame, by him, his Heirs, Executors or 
Adminiftrators, to his SuccefTor in the faid Office, whole and undefaced: Which 
faid Bond fhall be entered on Record in the Office of the Prothonotaries or Clerks 
of the faid Court of Common Pleas, in the faid refpective Counties, to be fafely 
kept by them, and to be made Ufe of as the faid A& directs. 

IV. AND be it further enatted, That where Objedions are made or 
Caveats entered, againft the proving of any Will, or granting Letters of Admini- 
ftration j and where there is or fhall be Occafion to take the final Accounts of Ex- 
ecutors or Adminiftrators, or make Diftribution of Decedant's Eftates, the

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Regifter-General, and his Deputies refpectively (hall, in every fuch Cafe, call to 
their Afiiftance two or more of the Juftices of the faid Courts of Common Pleas, 
for the County where they are concerned, who are hereby impowered and re- 
quired to give their Afliftance accordingly, to decide the laid Caveats and Mat- 
ters in Controverfy, fettle the faid Accounts, make Diftributions, and do all fuch 
other judicial Adts, as do or mail belong, or ought of Right to be done by any 
Perfon or Perfons, having Power by Law to take Probate of Wills, and grant 
Adminiftration. 

V. AND when the Regifter-General, or his Deputies for the Time being, where the 
are, by the Duty of their Office, required to adminifter Oaths in any Cafe, and Re g»fter can- 
fhall happen to be fuch who for Conscience Sake cannot adminifter Oaths, they Her OaThs, 1 
fhall apply to fome of the faid Juftices in the proper County, who are hereby he ma y a P- 
impowered and required to adminifter the fame; which fhall be as effectual in Law ^foce*"^ 
as if it had been adminiftered by the Regifter-General or his Deputies refpedtively. 

VI. PRO VID E D always, That nothing in this Ad: contained fhall ex- 
tend, or be conftrued to extend to annihilate or make void the above recited A6t, 
or any Part thereof, fave only what is hereby exprefly altered and fupplied, but 
that the fame Ad, in every other Refpedt, fhall remain and be in full Force and 
Virtue as the fame ought to have been in, if this Act had not been«made ; any 
Thing herein before contained to the contrary in any wife notwithftanding.

VV liam Penn, Efq; for erecting this Country into a Province, did declare 

R 3P; 1% h ** t0 ^ e his Will and Pleafure, That the Laws for regulating and governing of 

Royafchar- 6 Property within the faid Province, as well for the Defcent and Enjoyment of 

ter. Lands, as for the Enjoyment and Succeflion of Goods and Chattels, and likewife 

as to Felonies, mould be and continue the fame as they ihould be for the Time 

being by the general Courfe of the Law in the Kingdom of England, until the 

faid Laws mall be altered by the faid William Penn, his Heirs or Affigns, 

and by the Freemen of the faid Province, their Delegates or Deputies, or the 

greater Part of them. 

AND WHEREAS it is a fettled Point, that as the Common Law is the 
Birth-right of Engli/h Subjects, fo it ought to be their Rule in Britijfj Dominions: 
But Acrs of Parliament have been adjudged not to extend to thefe Plantations, un- 
lefs they are particularly named in fuch Acts. 

NOW forafmuch as fome Perfons have been encouraged to tranfgrefs certain 
Statutes againft capital Crimes, and other Enormities, becaufe thofe Statutes have 
not been hitherto fully extended to this Province.

CAP. XV. 

An ACT for fupplying fome Defects in the Law for the Relief of 

the Poor. 

WHEREAS by a Law of this Province, intituled, An Aclfor Relief of thi 
Poor, it is provided, That the Overfeers of the Poor for the refpective 
Townfhips, mall make Rates or AlTelfments for the Relief of the poor, indigent 
and impotent Perfons inhabiting within the faid Townfhips, but it is not afcertain- 
ed what Settlements mall render one an Inhabitant, relievable by the faid Act: BE 
IT THEREFORE ENACTED by William Keith, Efq; by and with the 
King's Royal Approbation, Deputy-Lieutenant and Governor, under William 
Penn, Efq; Proprietary and Governor in Chief of the Province of Pennfyhania, 
&c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the faid Province, in 
General AfTembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That where any un- 
married Perfpn, not having Child or Children, is or fhall be lawfully hired as a 
Servant into any City, Townfhip or Diftrict, in this Province, and did or fhall 
continue and abide in the fame Service during the Space of one whole Year, fuch 
Service mall be adjudged and deemed a good Settlement therein. And if any 
Perfon mail be bound an Apprentice by Indenture, and inhabit in any City or 
Townfhip in this Province, fuch Binding and Inhabiting fhall be adjudged a good 
Settlement. And if any Perfon, who hereafter fhall come to inhabit in any of 
the faid Townfhips or Diftricts, fhall, for himfelf, and on his own Account, exe- 
cute any public annual Office or Charge in the faid Townfhip or Diftrict during 
one whole Year, and fhall be charged with and pay his Share towards the County 
Taxes or Levies for the Poor of the faid Townfhip or Diftrict, then he fhall be 
adjudged and deemed to have a legal Settlement in the fame. And that no other 
Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, who fhall come into any County, City, Townfhip 
or Diftrict, within this Province, fhall be adjudged to have procured a legal Settle- 
ment in fuch County, City, Townfhip or Diftrict, unlefs he or they fhall really 
and bona Fide take a Leafe of a Tenement or Plantation, of the yearly Value of 
Five Pounds, or unlefs he or they give fufficient Security for the Difcharge of the 
faid County, City, Townfhip or Diftrict, to be allowed by any two Juftices of the 
Peace or Magiftrates of fuch County or City. 

II. P RO FID ED always, That where any Perfon or Perfons are. come in- 
to any County, City, Townfhip or Diftrict, in this Province, out of any other 
County, City, Townfhip or Diftrict, or out of any other Place or Province, and 
being likely to become chargeable to the Place where they are fo come to inhabit, 
have been or fhall be required by the Overfeers of the Poor to return from whence 
they came, or give Security for the Difcharge of the County, Townfhip or Place, 
where they are come to inhabit, he, fhe or they refufing and neglecting fo to do! 
fhall not be deemed to have acquired a legal Settlement by their Continuance in 
the Place or Places where they are fo come to inhabit, but that upon Complaint 
made by the Overfeers of the Poor of the proper Townfhip or Diftrict, to any one

Preamble. TITHEREAS very great Abufes have been committed by Tanners, Curriers 
V V and other Perfons, ufing and workingbf Leather within this Government; 
12 Geo. III. and the Prices of Leather become very exhorbitant and burthenfome to the Peo- 
Ca P . 17. pj e f t hi s Province : To the Intent therefore that a reafonable and indifferent 
Cap. *. Courfe, for the true and well tanning, currying and working of Leather, may be

An A C T to prohibit the felling of Rum, and other ftrong Liquors, 
to the Indians, and to prevent Abufes that may happen thereby. 

WHEREAS the peaceable, wife and prudent Meafures, which the late Preamble. 
Honourable William Penn, Efq; our moft worthy Proprietor, took 
with the native Indians, at his firft coming into and fettling of this Province, has 
been, under GOD, the happy Foundation and Ground-work of the Tranquility 
and perfect good Underftanding, hitherto preferved between the E?iglifh Inha- 
bitants of this Colony and their native Indians. And whereas the Mifunder- 
ftandings and fatal Breaches which have lately happened in fome of the neigh- 
bouring Colonies, between the Englijh and the adjacent Indian Nations, are well 
known to have proceeded from the Irregularities and Abufes committed by thofe 
who travel into the Woods, in order to trade promifcuoufly with the Indians as 
they return from Hunting ; whereby they have Opportunity, firft, to debauch 
the Natives with great Quantities of Rum and ftrong Spirits, and then cheat 
them of their Peltry : For the Prevention of which evil and wicked Practices 
for the future, BE IT ENACTED by Sir William Keith, Bart. Go- 
vernor of the Province of Pennsylvania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent 
of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by the Au- 
thority of the fame, That no Perfon whatfoever, otherwife than is herein after Penalty on 
declared, mail fell, barter or give, to any Indian or Indians, or to any other Per- ^i 11 " 2 Rum ' 
fon for their Ufe, nor by any Means directly or indirectly furnifh, or caufe to be jndiam.

vice in many Cafes) not being fufficiently avoided, by Reafon of Difficulties which 
happened relating to the Forms of the Declaration, Affirmation and Abjuration,

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prcfcribcd by the faid Statutes, it pleafed t and Parliament of Great- 

:>:!//, by another Statute, made in the Eighth Year of the Ring's Reign, to 
grant further Eafe and Relief in that Behalf, by enacting other bonus of Affirm- 
ation or Declaration for the laid People. Now foraimuch as the Legiflature of 
.it-Britain, upon Five-and-twenty Years Experience, were pleafed to ac- 
knowledge in the faid Statute of the Eighth of King George, that the faid 
People called Quakers had given Teftimony of their Fidelity and Affection to his 
Majefty, and the Settlement of the Crown in the Proteftant Line, and had not 
abufed the Liberty and Indulgence allowed them by Law ; and fince the like

WHEREAS by the Help and Directions of a Law of this Province, paf- Preamble, 
fed in the Fourth Year of his prefent Majefty's Reign, intituled, An Act 
for the more effectual raifing of County Kates and Levies, the Method of thofe Af- 
feffments is brought to a competent Certainty and Regulation ; but inafmuch 
as by a Supplementary Act, pafTed in the Eighth Year of this Reign, the Number 
of Commiffioners appointed by the firft Act was reduced, and the Manner of their 
Choice and Succeffion fettled, it is now thought convenient that both thofe Acts 
mould be reduced to one, omitting fome Claufes, which at prefent may not be 
of abfolute Neceffity to infert; BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by 
Sir William Keith, Bart.

for whom they vote to ferve in AfTembly; in one other Paper the Names of Two 
Perfons for Sheriffs, and Two for Coroners ; and in another Piece of Paper the 
Names of One Pcrfon to be Commiffioner, and Six to be AffefTors for each of 
the faid Counties : And when the faid Commiffioners and AffefTors are fo chofen, 
the Sheriff of the refpective Counties fhall take their Names in Writing, under 
the Hands and Seals of at leaft S : x more of the faid Freeholders, and certify the 
fame to the Juftices, at their General Seffions of the Peace in each County next

An ACT for the better preventing Obftructions to the Navigation 
of Chejler Creek, and other navigable Creeks and Rivers in this 
Province. 

Preamble. TT7HEREAS in the Year One Thoufand Seven Hundred it was thought 
VV neceffary, for the better Accommodation of the Borough of Chejler, in 
the County of Chejler, and the Inhabitants of the lower Parts of the faid County, 
as well as Travellers, that the King's High Road mould be altered and brought 
nearer to the River, to pafs through the faid Borough, with a Bridge over the faid 
Creek there; and thereupon, in Confideration of the Owners of Lands, and efpe- 
cially of the Mills, fituate on the faid Creek, above the faid Borough, which had 
been erected at great Charge, and required the fame to maintain and fupport 
them, for the Benefit of Trade, an Act was paffed in the faid Year, that the Road 
mould be laid out as aforefaid through the faid Borough, and a Draw-bridge 
mould be there built, and that a Perfon mould attend the fame to draw it up, that 
Sloops and Shallops might pafs to and from the faid Mills ; and alfo, that for the

AND WHEREAS the erecting of Bridges over Creeks or Rivers of 

Water, to the Obftruction of their Navigation, where navigable, doth not only 

affect the Intereft of the Owners of Lands upon and near navigable Waters above 

thofe Bridges, but alfo the Trade of this Province in general : And the better to 

preferve the Navigation of thofe Rivers and Creeks, divers Laws of this Province 

have from Time to Time been enacted, but the fame, upon Experience, have been 

found not fully to anfwer the Ends thereby intended; Be it therefore further enafled

CAP. IV. 

An ACT for the better regulating of Negroes in this Province. 

WHEREAS it too often happens that Negroes commit Felonies, and other Preamble, 
heinous Crimes, which, by the Laws of this Province, are punifhable by 
Death ; but the Lofs in fuch Cafe falling wholly on 'the Owner, is fo great a 
Hardfhip, that fometimes may induce him to conceal fuch Crimes, or to con- 
vey his Negroe to fome other Place, and fo fuffer him to efcape Juftice, to the 
ill Example of others to commit the like Offences : For Remedy whereof, B E 
IT ENACTED by Sir William Keith, Bart. Governor of the Province 
of Pennfylvania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the 
faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, 
That if any Negroe, owned by any of the Inhabitants of this Province, {hall Negroes, 
hereafter be convicted of any capital Crime, for which he or fhe fhall fuffer Death, convifte <* °f 
the Juftices, with the Freeholders before whom he or fhe fhall be convicted, fences, to 
fhall immediately upon fuch Conviction value fuch Negroe; which Value by them be valued, 
fet, fhall be allowed and paid to the Owner out of the Duties, Fines and Penal- owneTpaid 
ties arifing from this and one other Act, laying a Duty on Negroes imported into 
this Province, and no otherways ; and the Provincial Treafurer is hereby im- 
powered and required to pay the fame, by Order under the faid Juftices Hands ;

And all Matters of Veflels, or others, bringing into this Province any inch 
rocs, mall, within the Space of Twenty-four Hours; make Entry, and, upon 
Oath or Affirmation, give a true Account to the faid Collector, of the Number 
of Negroes by him or them imported or brought in, and to whom they refpec- 
tivery belong; whereupon the laid Officer (hall forthwith give Notice thereof, to 
any one or more of the Juftices of the Peace for the City or County where fuch 
Negroes are or (hall be imported; which Juftice or Juftices are hereby impowercd 
and required immediately, by Warrant or otherwise, to call before him or them 
the faid Mafter, Owner, or other Perfon or Perfons importing fuch Negroes as 
aforefaid, and to examine him or them upon Oath or Affirmation, in order to 
difcover which or how many of the faid Negroes are liable to the faid Duty of Ten

AND whereas it is found by Experience, that free Negroes are an 
idle, flothful People, and often prove burthenfome to the Neighbourhood, and 
afford ill Examples to other Negroes : Therefore be it enaSled by the Authority 
aforefaid, That if any Mafter or Miftrefs fhall difcharge or fet free any Negroe, he 
or fhe fhall enter into Recognizance, at the refpective County Court, with 
fufficient Sureties, in the Sum of Thirty Pounds, to fecure and indemnify the 
City, Townfhip or County where he refides, from any Charge or Incumbrance 
they may bring upon the fame, in cafe fuch Negroe, by Sicknefs or otherwife, be 
rendered incapable to fupport him or herfelf ; but until fuch Recognizance be 
given, fuch Negroes fhall not be deemed free. And if any Negroe be made free 
by the Will or Teftament of any Perfon deceafed, then the Executor or Execu- 
tors of the Deceafed, or fome other Perfon, fhall enter into the like Recognizance 
as above, immediately upon proving the faid Will, or otherwife the faid Negroe 
mall not be deemed free. 

IV. AN D be it further enaBed by the Authority aforefaid, That if any free 
Negroe, fit and able to work, fhall neglect fo to do, and loiter and mifpend his or 
her Time, or wander from Place to Place, any two Magiftrates next adjoining are 
hereby impowered and required to bind out to Service fuch Negroe, from Year to 
Year, as to them fhall feem meet. And if any Negroe be fet free under the Age 
of Twenty-one Years, or where there be any Children of free Negroes, it fhall 
and may be lawful for the Overfeers of the Poor, and they are hereby ordered, 
with the Affent of two or more Juftices of the Peace, to bind out to Service 
fuch Negroe or Negroes, a Man Child until he comes to the Age of Twenty-four 
Years, and a Woman Child to the Age of Twenty-one. 

V. A ND be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any free 
Negroe or Mulatto fhall harbour or entertain any Negroe, Indian or Mulatto Slave, 
or Servant, in his or her Houfe, without the Leave and Confent of their refpective 
Mafter or Miftrefs, he or fhe fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Five Shillings for 
the firft Hour, and One Shilling for every Hour afterwards, they fhall be fo har- 
boured or entertained.

WHEREAS an Act was palled in this Province, in the Twelfth Year of 
the Reign of the late King William the Third, intituled, An A£2 for 
the a/cert aining the Dimenfons of Cajk, and for the true packing of Meat for Tran- 
fportation : And whereas the Frauds and Abufes provided againft and intended to 
be prevented by the faid Act, relating to the Package of Beef and Pork, and Di- 
menfions of Cafk, are ftill complained of: For the preventing whereof, for the 
Time to come, BE IT ENACTED by the Honourable Patrick Gordon, 
Efq; Lieutenant-Governor of the Province of Permfylvania, &cc. by and with the 
Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly 
met, and by the Authority of the fame, That all tight Cafk, made in this Pro- 
vince, for Beef and Pork for Exportation, fhall be made of good, found, well 
feafoned White-Oak Timber, and fhall contain as follows, viz. The Barrel 
Thirty-one Gallons and a Half, Wine Meafure, and the Half Barrel Sixteen

An ACT for regulating Pedlars, Vendues, &C. 

WHEREAS of late many idle and vagrant Perfons are come into this Pro- 
vince, and, under Pretence of being Hawkers or Pedlars, and carrying 
Goods from Houfe to Houfe within this Province to fell, have greatly impofed 
upon many People, as well in the Quality as in the Price of the Goods, and under 
Colour of felling their Wares and Merchandizes, have entered into the Houfes of 
many honert and fober People, in the Abfence of the Owner or Owners of the faid 
Houfes, and committed Felonies and other Mifdemeanors, to the great Prejudice 
of the Inhabitants of this Province : For remedying of which Inconveniencies, 
and preventing fuch evil Practices, and to the Intent that no Perfons may be ad- 
mitted to follow the Bufinefs of Hawkers or Pedlars within this Province, but 
Perfons of known Honefty, and civil Behaviour, BE IT ENACTED by the 
Honourable Patrick Gordon, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor of the Province of 
Pennfylvania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of 
the Freemen of the Province aforefaid, in General AfTembly met, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That after the Twenty-fifth Day of March next, no 
Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, (hall follow or employ him, her or themfelves, in 
the Bufinefs or Employment of a Hawker, Pedlar or Petty-chapman, or in going 
from Town to Town, or to other Mens Houfes, and travelling with Horfe or 
Horfes, Afs or AfTes, Mule or Mules, or otherwife, within the Province of Penn- 
sylvania, except as herein after is expected, or carry to fell or expofe to Sale any 
'Goods, Wares or Merchandizes, within the Province aforefaid, until fuch Perfon 
or Perfons fhall have obtained a Recommendation from the Juftices of the County 
Court where he or me dwells, certifying their Opinion of the Honefty of the 
Perfon recommended, and that he or fhe is a Liver within this Province, and in- 
tends to travel with one, two or more Horfe or Horfes, or other Beafts of Burthen, 
or on Foot, and fhall thereupon have obtained a Licence from the Governor, and 
fhall have given Bond in the Prothonotary's Office of the faid County Court, in 
his Majefty's Name, with one Surety at leafl, in any Sum not exceeding Forty 
Pounds - t conditioned, that fuch Perfon or Perfons fhall be of good Behaviour dur- 
ing the Continuance of the faid Licence, and fhall well and duly fatisfy and pay 
all fuch Taxes and Duties as fhall be legally alTefTed upon him. her or them, with- 
in the faid County where he, fhe or they fhall obtain the faid Recommendation ; 
for which Licence there fhall be paid to the Governor the Sum Twenty-five Shil- 
lings, by every Perfon obtaining a Licence to travel with a Horfe, Afs, Mule, or 
other Beafl of Burthen ; and the Sum of Fifteen Shillings for every Perfon licenfed 
to travel on Foot.

WHEREAS divers Laws have, from Time to Time, been enacted in this Preamble. 
Province, for preferving Peace, and cultivating a good Underftanding 
with the Indian Natives thereof: And whereas, notwithstanding the Provifion 
made by the faid former Aft, againft purchafing Land of the faid Natives, with- 
out Leave from the Proprietary, the Peace of the Public has been and may further 
be endangered by the Proceedings of fome Perfons, who, to elude the faid Act 
now in Force againft fuch Practices, do, contrary to the Intention thereof, pre- 
tend to take Land of the Natives, on Leafe, or for Term of Years, or to bargain 
with the Indians for the Herbage, or for the Timber or Trees, Mines, or Waters 
thereof; and others, who, without any Authority, have fettled upon and taken 
Poffefhon of vacant Lands, as well to the manifeft Contravention of the Royal 
Grant of the Soil of this Province from the Crown to the Proprietary and his Heirs, 
and the apparent Damage of fuch Perfons who have Right to take up Lands here- 
tofore granted to them within this Province, as to the laying a Foundation for

miffioners as aforefaid, fhall be and is hereby declared and enacted to be null, void, 
and of none effect, to all Intents, Conftru&ions and Purpofes in the Law what- 
foever : And that as well the Grantee, Bargainee, LefTee, Purchafer, or Perfon 
pretending to bargain, or to have bargained or agreed with any Indian Native as 
aforefaid, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, as all and every 
Perfon or Perfons entering into and taking PofTeffion of any Lands within the Pro- 
vince of Pennjyhania, not located or furveyed by fome Warrant or Order from 
the Proprietary or Proprietaries, his or their Agents or Commiffioners as aforefaid, 
to the Perfon or Perfons pofTeffing the faid Lands, or to fome Perfon or Perfons 
under whom they claim, and upon reafonable Notice and Requeft, refufing to re- 
move, deliver up the PofTeffion, or to make Satisfaction for fuch Lands, fhall and 
may be proceeded againft in fuch Manner as is prefcribed by the feveral Statutes 
of that Part of the Kingdom of Great-Britain, called England, made againft for- 
cible Entries and Detainers ; and that no Length of PofTeffion fhall be a Plea 
asainft fuch Profecution. 

II. PRO FID E D always, That nothing herein contained fhall be deemed 
or conftrued to extend to any Perfon or Perfons, who have contracted or bargained 
with the Proprietary or Proprietaries, his or their Agents or Commiffioners as 
aforefaid, for the Lands in their PofTeffion, although the Money, agreed to be 
paid for the faid Lands, be not paid according to fuch Bargain or Contract.

An ACT impofing a Duty on Perfons convicted of heinous Crimes, 
and to prevent poor and impotent Perfons being imported into the 
Province of Pennjyhania. 

WHEREAS many Perfons trading into this Province have, for Lucre and 
private Gain, imported, fold or difpofed of, and daily do import PafTen- 
gers and Servants into this Province, who, by Reafon of Age, Impotency or Idle- 
nefs, have become a heavy Burthen and Charge upon the Inhabitants thereof; 
and likewife do frequently import divers Perfons convicted of heinous Crimes, 

who, 
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who, foon after their coming into this Province, do often commit many Felonies, 
Robberies, Thefts and Burglaries, to the great Hurt of his Majeily's Subjects 
trading to and inhabiting the fame: BE IT THEREFORE "ENACTED 
by the Honourable Patrick Gordon, Efq; Governor of the Province of 
Pmnfylvania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the 
laid Province, in General ArTembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, • 

That all Mailers of VeiTels, Merchants or others, who mail import, land or bring importer of 
into any Port cr Place belonging to this Province, at any Time after the Publica- Convic * s t0 
tion of this Act, any Perfon, in the Condition of a Servant or otherwife, within J2»// per 
the Intent and Meaning of this Act, who hath been convicted of any Murder, Head.

CAP. VIII. 

An ACT for the Relief of infolvent Debtors within the Province 

of Pe?mjylva?iia. 

WHEREAS, in Companion to fuch unhappy Perfons, as, by Loftes 
and other Misfortunes, have been rendered incapable to pay their Debts, 
it is provided by an Act of Affembly of this Government, That if any Perfon be 
imprifoned for Debt, or Fines, within this Province, and have no fufficient 
Eftate to latisfy the fame, the Debtor fhall make Satisfaction by Servitude, accord- 
ing to the judgment of the Court; but there being no Provifion made by the 
faid Law to compel the Debtor to render any Account of his or her Eftate, great 
Abufes have been committed by Perfons claiming the Benefit of that Law, in con- 
cealing their Eftates, or making them over in Truft, fo that no clear Difcovery 
could be made of the fame by the Creditors ; and it being found by Experience 
that the Service of the Debtor has in no-wife anfwered the End propofed in 
making die faid Law: Therefore, for the Relief of fuch Prifoners who mail 
be willing to fatisfy their Creditors as far as they are able, BE IT ENACTED 
by the Honourable Patrick Gordon, Efqj Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Pennfykania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Re- 
prefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Affembly met, 
and by the Authority of the fame, That if any Perfon or Perfons, charged in 
Execution for any Sum or Sums of Money, not exceeding in the Whole the 
Sum of One Hundred Pounds, from and after the Twenty-fifth Day of March, 
in the Year of our Lord One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Thirty, mail be 
minded to deliver up to his, her or their Creditors, all his, her or their Ef- 
fects, towards the Satisfaction of the Debts wherewith he, fhe or they ftand 
charged, it fhall and may be lawful for fuch Prifoner to exhibit a Petition to any 
of the Courts of Law within this Province, from whence the Procefs iffued up- 
on which he, fhe or they, was or were taken or charged in Execution, certify- 
ing the Caufe or Caufes of his, her or their Imprifonment, and an Account of 
his, her or their whole real and perfonal Eftate, with the Dates of the Securities 
wherein any Part of it confifts, and the Deeds or Notes relating thereunto, and 
the Names of the Witneffes to the fame, as far as his, her or their Knowl 
extends thereto : And upon fuch Petition the Court may, and is hereby required, 
by Order or Rule of Court, to caufe the Prifoner to be brought up, and the feveral 
Creditors, at whofe Suit he, fhe or they ftand charged as aforefaid, and all other 
his or her Creditors, that are or can be known to the Court, to be iummoned to

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V. PRO FID E D neverthelefs, That if the Perfon at whofe Suit any Per- Surety to be 
fon is arretted, mail refufe or neglect to give Security for Payment of fuch weekly f"aintiff^ to 
Allowance, for Maintenance of the Defendant, as the Juftices of the Court where indemnify 
the faid Suit is depending fhall direct and award, and alfo give Security that the J^ c Tcnvn 01 
faid Defendant or Defendants, his or their Wife or Children, nor any of them, 

fhall become chargeable to the Town or County where fuch Perfon or Perfons are 
imprifoned, it fhall and may be lawful for the Juftices of the faid refpective 
Courts of Common Pleas within this Province, and they are hereby required, in 
fuch Cafe, to caufe the Action or Actions againft the Perfon or Perfons fo im- 
prifoned to be difcontinued, and the Parties thereupon to be difcharged. 

VI. A N D be it further enadled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any 
Perfon be imprifoned in any City or County of this Province, for any Debt under 
Forty Shillings, having no Effects to pay the fame, and fhall be willing to make 
Satisfaction by Servitude, it fhall and may be lawful for any two Magistrates, in 
any County or City within this Province where the Party is imprifoned, to pro- 
ceed to relieve the Party fo imprifoned, by judging fuch Debtor to make Satis- 
faction by Servitude, 

VII. AND whereas fome Doubts have arifen, concerning the Meaning of 
fome Part of the aforefaid Act of AfTembly for Relief of Infolvent Debtors, touch- 
ing the Time of Sheriff being capable to hold his Office in any County of this 
Province, and the Ufes to which the Fine of Two Hundred Pounds, impofed on 
any Perfon occupying the Office of Sheriff contrary to the Directions of the faid 
Act, fhall be applied : Therefore, for the removing any Doubts that have arifen, 
or may arife, concerning that Part of the aforefaid Act, Be it enabled by the Autho- 
rity aforefaid, and it is hereby declared to b,e the true Intent and Meaning of the Claufe to the 
aforefaid Act of AfTembly, That no Sheriff who had been elected, and who had forme . r Aft 
occupied the Office of a Sheriff or Under Sheriff, in any County of this Province, exp 

for the Space of three Years at one Time, fhall be again elected Sheriff for the 
{aid County, or ferve or occupy the Office of a Sheriff in the fame County, within 
the Space of three Years next after his being Sheriff as aforefaid. And it is 
hereby enabled and declared, That of the two Perfons elected for the Office of 
Sheriff, and returned to the Governor, one being commiffionated, the other fhall 
not act as Under Sheriff to the Perfon appointed Sheriff, during the Term of the 
faid Sheriff's Commiffion. And that if any Sheriff or Under Sheriff within this 
Province, fhall be elected contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act, 
and the aforefaid Act of AfTembly, fuch his Election fhall be null and void ; and 
if any fuch Sheriff, or Under Sheriff, fhall again enter upon and occupy the Office of 
a Sheriff, contrary to the Directions and Provifion made in and by this and the lafl 
mentioned Act of AfTembly, he fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Two Hundred 
Pounds, as in the faid Aft is directed, one Moiety thereof to the Perfon or Per- 
fons who will inform or fue for the fame, and the other Half to be paid to the 
Provincial Treafurer, towards the Support of Government, to be recovered by 
Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information, wherein no more than one Impar- 
lance fhall be allowed; and that no Pardon, Noli profequi, or other Aft of the 
Governor or Lieutenant-Governor for the Time being, fhall be any Bar or Hin- 
drance to the fuing for, recovering and levying the faid Fine for the Ufes aforefaid.

Shops. 

FO R the further fecuring the Inhabitants of the City of Philadelphia, from 
the Dangers that may happen by Fire, BE IT ENACTED by the 
Honourable Patrick Gordon, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor of the Province of 
Pennfylvania, &c. by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of 
the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by the Autho- 
rity of the fame, That from and after the Space of Sixteen Months next enfuing 
the Publication of this Act, no Perfon whatfoever, within the faid Citv, by him- 
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ents, Journeymen, or Servants, (hall occupy the Trade ofaCooper 
aker, but in fuch Shops or Places .is arc built In the Manner herein refpec- 
tively directed and appointed; that is to lay, That no Perfon, aftei the Time 
aforefaid, (hall occupy the Trade of a Cooper within the faid faid City, but in 
a Shop or Place, built of Brick or Stone, with a large Chimney in the lame, the 
C'iclmg thereof plaiftered, no Stairs nor Palfagc up the Loft within fuch Shop, 
and the Floor thereof to be Earth, or laid with good Two-inch Oak Plank. And 
that no Perfon, after the Time aforefaid, within the faid City, i 1 mil occupy the 
Trade of a Bifcuit or Soft-bread Baker, but in a Bake-Houfe built of Brick or 
Stone, and arched over with Brick, if the Place will admit thereof, or otherwife 
to be well cieled with Plaiitering ; the Floor of the faid Bake-Houfe paved with 
Prick or Stone; the Crown of the Oven to be fecured by carrying up the Foun- 
dation Walls fquare, and filling the fame with Gravel or Sand, at leaf! Six Inches 
higher than the Top of the Oven; and the Chimney to be arched in the faid 
Bake-Houfe, without any Timber in or near adjoining to the fame. 

II. AND be it further enabled by the Authority aforeJaid y That if any Per- 
fon or Perfons, from and after the Time aforefaid, {hall prefume by themfelves, 
their Agents, Journeymen or Servants, to occupy the Trade of a Cooper, or Bif- 
cuit or Soft-bread Baker, or either of them, within the City aforefaid, in any Shop 
or Place, other than is above directed, enjoined and appointed, every Perfon fo 
offending, for every Month he, fhe or they, mail occupy the Trades of Baker or 
Cooper, or either of them, in any Shop or Bake-Houfe, contrary to the Directions 
of this Act, mail forfeit as herein after is provided ; that is to fay, For the firft 
Offence, the Sum of Twenty Shillings; and for the fecond Offence, the Sum of 
Thirty Shillings ; and for the third, and every other Offence, the Sum of Forty 
Shillings ; to be recovered, upon Complaint made in the Name of the Clerk of the 
Market for the City of Philadelphia, or in the Name of any other Perfon who will 
give Information of the fame, for and towards the Repair of Fire Engines, and 
purchafing Leathern Buckets, before two Magiftrates of the faid City, whereof 
the Mayor for the Time being to be one. 

III. PROVIDED always, That if any Perfon or Perfons (hall find him, 
her or themfelves aggrieved, with any Judgment or Sentence of the faid two Ma- 
giftrates, it fhall and may be lawful for the Perfon or Perfons, fo aggrieved, to ap- 
peal to the next Court of Common Pleas, to be held for the City and County of 
Philadelphia aforefaid, whofe Judgment therein mail be definitive. 

IV. AN D be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That no Perfon 
whatfoever within the City aforefaid, from and after the Tenth Day of May next 
enfuing, fhall keep or flack any Hay, within One Hundred Feet of any Dwell- 
ing-Houfe or other Building, except it be in a Stable, or other fecure Houfe, nor 
mall keep any greater Number of Faggots than Two Hundred, unlefs it be at 
a Diftance of One Hundred Feet from any Dwelling-Houfe or other Building, 
under the Penalty of Ten Shillings for every Offence ; which Penalties fo accru- 
ing, fhall be recovered and applied in the Manner, and to the Ufe aforefaid, with 
Cofts of Suit ; and the Hay and Faggots, fo remaining againft the Tenor of this 
Act, fhall be liable to be removed, in fuch Sort, Manner and Form, as any Nu- 
fance may be by the Laws of Great-Britain, or this Province.

AND be it further enabled by the Authority afore/aid, That the Com- 
thcir Ac- rniflioners, AiTelTors and Treafurers of the feveral Counties within this Province, 
luiiccs and fliall, at the refpective Courts of General Quarter Seflions of the Peace to be held 
Grand Jury. f or tne Counties of Philadelphia and Bucks, in the Month of September, and at the 
refpective Courts of General Quarter Seflions of the Peace to be held for the 
Counties of Chejler and Lancafter, in the Month of Auguft, yearly exhibit to, 
and lay before the Juftices and Grand Juries of the faid refpective Counties to

WHEREAS by a Law of this Province, made for preventing theExporta- Preamble. 
tion of Flour not merchantable, the Credit of the faid Province, in one 
of its moll coniiderable Branches, hath in fome Meafure been retrieved ; but for- 
afmuch as it becomes the Prudence of the Legiflature, to do all that in them lies to 
advance the Credit of this our Staple Commodity in Foreign Markets, and it hav- 
ing been found by Experience that fome farther Regulations may be neceffary to 
promote the good Intention of the faid Act : Therefore, to the End that the faid 
Credit of our Trade, and the Benefits thence arifing, may be continued and im- 
proved, BE IT ENACTED by Patrick Gordon, Efq; with the King's 
Royal Approbation, Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable John Penn, 
Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries 
of the Province of Pennfyhania, by and with the Advice and Confent of the 
Freemen of the Province aforefaid, in General Affembly met, and by the Autho- 
rity of the fame, That every Bolter of Flour, and Baker of Bread, rending, or at Bolters and 
any Time hereafter, during the Continuance of this Act, to relide within this ? aker jl to , 
Province, fhall, each one for himfelf, provide and have a diftinguiihable Brand- MaJks,^. 
Mark, and mall therewith brand each and every Cafk of Flour or Bifcuit, of his 
own bolting or baking, before the fame mall be removed from the Place where 
the fame was fo as aforefaid bolted or baked, under the Penalty of One Shilling, for 
every Cafk fo removed and not branded as aforefaid ; but before any fuch Bolter 
or Baker mall bolt any Flour, or bake any Bread, for Exportation out of this 
Province, every fuch Bolter or Baker fhall caufe fuch his Brand-Mark, together 
with his Name and Place of Abode, to be entered with the Clerk of the Court 
of Quarter Scffions for the County where he doth refide, if not already done, 
and fo from Time to Time, as often as any fuch Bolter or Baker fhall move the 
Place of his Refidence from one County of this Province into another, within 
the Space of one Month after fuch Removal, or any Alteration of his Brand- 
Mark, he fhall there caufe his Mark, Name, and Place of Refidence, to be 
entered with the Clerk of the refpective County ; for recording whereof the Clerk 
fhall have and receive One Shilling each, and no more ; and every Bolter or Baker, 
offending herein, fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Twenty Shillings for every fuch 
Offence. 

II. AND be it enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That all Wheat Flour Flour, fc>v. 
bolted for Exportation, from and after the Publication of this Act, fhall, by the [° be ^d* 11 " 
Bolter thereof, be and be made merchantable and of due Finenefs, without any y f . 
Mixture of coarfer or other Flour, and honeftly and well packed in good ftrong 
Cafk, well made, and of Staves thoroughly feafoned, with the Tare thereof there- 
upon 
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marked, the Cafk being firft weighed by Weights tried by, or made agree- 
to, the St.1nd.1rd of Weights in this Province, wherewith the Bread .u\d Flour 
packed lhall alio be weighed, and each and every Calk thereof, Bread in tight 
Calks excepted, flrall be well and fufficiently nailed, before the fame be moved 
or carried from the Place where the fame was made as aforefaid. And if any Bolter 
or Baker lhall offend in all or any of the Premifes, he, flic or they, (hall forfeit 
and pay for every fuch Offence, the Sum of One Shilling for each Cafk. 

III. A N D be it enabled by the Authority afore/aid. That if any Perfon or 
Perfons fhall put a falfe or wrong Tare on any Cafk of Flour or Bread, to the Dis- 
advantage of the Purchafer, he, (he or they, mall forfeit and pay for every fuch 
Cafk falfely tared as aforefaid, the Sum of Five Shillings. And the Officer for 
each County refpectively, or his Deputy, upon Sufpicion, or upon the Requelt of 
the Buyer, fhall and are hereby required to unpack any fuch Cafk of Flour or 
Bread, in order to try the Tare thereof, and if the faid Cafk or Cafks be found 
to weigh more than is marked thereon, the Baker or Bolter mall pay the Charge 
of unpacking and repacking, over and above the Five Shillings for each Cafk as 
aforefaid. But if the Tare thereon marked be found juft and true, then the Offi- 
cer, or Purchafer, if the Trial be made at his Requeft, fhall pay the Colts of 
unpacking and repacking. 

IV. AND be it enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That every Miller or 
Bolter of Flour, and every Baker of Bread for Exportation as aforefaid, mall de- 
liver with the faid Flour or Bread an Invoice of the Contents thereof, with his 
faid Brand-Mark made thereon, together with his Name figned thereto, under the 
Penalty of Forty Shillings, for every Invoice delivered contrary to the true Intent 
and Meaning hereof. And if any Cafk or Cafks of Flour or Bread, upon Trial, 
be found lighter than is fet down in the faid Invoice, every fuch Bolter or Packer 
thereof fhall forfeit and pay Three-pence for every Pound of Flour or Bread the 
fame is found wanting, or lighter than invoiced. And if any Perfon or Perfons 
fhall be convicted of any other wilful Fraud or Cheat in packing of Flour or Bread, 
or of wilfully making a fraudulent Invoice of the Nett Proceeds or Weight of any 
Flour or Bread, the Perfon offending therein fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of 
Five Pounds for every fuch Offence. 

V. AN D be it enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That no Cart, Wain or 
Waggon, fhall be made Ufe of, for the carrying or conveying of Flour or Bread 
from any Mill or other Place to the Place of Exportation, or to any Landing 
Place, but fuch as fhall have and be provided with a good and fufficient Covering; 
and that no Flour fhall be left at any Landing, or other Place, in order to be 
tranfported or carried to the Place of Exportation, except the fame be put in a 
Store or Shelter fufficient to keep it dry ; and that no Flour or Bread fhall be car- 
ried or conveyed by Water, from any Mill or Landing Place to the Place of Ex- 
portation, in any open Boat, Flat or Shallop, without a good and fufficient 
Covering or Tarpaulin, to fecure the fame in cafe of Rain. 

VI. AND be it enabled by the Authority aforefaid. That if the Owner 
or PoffelTor of any Cart, Wain, Waggon, Boat, Flat or Shallop, caufe or fuffer 
any Flour or Bread to be wet or take Damage, for Want of due Care, or not 
being provided as aforefaid, in the moving, carrying, or tranfporting the fame 
from any Mill or Landing Place to the Place of Exportation, every fuch Perfon 
or Perfons fhall forfeit and pay, for every Cafk of Flour or Bread damaged as afore- 
faid, the Sum of One Shilling. 

VII. AND be it enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That no Merchant or 
Perfon whatfoever fhall lade or fhip any Flour for Exportation out of this Pro- 
vince, before he fhall firfl fubmit the fame to the View and Examination of the 
Officer, or his Deputy, of the refpective County from whence the fame is intended 
to be fhipped, who fhall fearch and try the fame, by boring the Head, and pier- 
cing it through with an Initrument to be contrived for that Purpofe, in order to 
prove whether it be honeftly and well packed, as alfo to enable him to judge of 
of its Goodnefs, and fhall afterwards plug up the Hole -, and if the faid Officer 
fhall judge the fame to be merchantable, according to the Direction of this pre- 
fent Act, he fhall brand every fuch Cafk of Flour on the Quarter with the Pro- 
vincial Brand-Mark, which the faid refpe&ive Officers fhall, each one for himfelf, 
provide and have for that End and Purpofe, fufficient and capable to imprefs, in a 

fair 
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fair and diftinguifhable Manner, the Arms of the Province of Pennfylvania, with 
the Letter P on one Side thereof; and to diftinguifh the Counties, Philadelphia 
County Brand-Mark, (hall have the Letter P, Bucks County the Letter B, and 
Chejler County the Letter C, on the other Side thereof; for which Trouble of the 
faid refpective Officer, he mall have and receive of the Shipper, One Penny for 
each Cafk, and no more. 

VIII. PRO VID E D always nevertheless, That if any Difpute mail happen indifferent 
to arife, between the faid Officers and PoffefTor of fuch Flour, concerning the P er <" ons to 
Finenefs or Goodnefs thereof, upon Application made to one of the Magistrates n^^ 
of the City or County where the Difpute arifes, he mall ifiue his Warrant to two 
indifferent judicious Perfons of Skill and Integrity, to view and fearch the faid 
Flour, and make Report forthwith according as they find the fame, and the faid 
Magiftrate is hereby impowered and required to give Judgment accordingly ; and 
in cafe the faid Flour is judged not fit to be exported, the faid Magiftrate mall 
order it not to be exported, under the Penalty of Forfeiture of all fuch Flour ; 
and mall alfo award and order the Owner or PoffefTor of the faid Flour to pay 
the faid Officer One Shilling for each Cafk, for all fuch Flour as mall be adjudged 
not fit for Exportation as aforefaid, with reafonable Charges, who mall recover 
the faid Cofts and Charges from the Bolter or Maker thereof; but in cafe the faid 
Flour upon Trial fhall be found to be good and merchantable, according to the 
Directions of this Act, the Charges of Profecution fhall be paid by the Officer ; 
and in cafe any Flour fhall upon Trial be found not merchantable or fit to be ex- 
ported, the Officer fhall take the Bolter's Brand, and the Marks and Numbers of 
fuch Cafks of Flour, and fhall alfo note upon the Invoice of the faid Flour the 
Numbers of fo many of them, as fhall be found not merchantable ; and if the 
fame Flour be afterwards fhipped in order for Exportation, the Proof that it is 
not the faid Flour fhall lie wholly on the Owner or Shipper thereof, and fhall 
not be incumbent on the faid Officer.

Province from the City and County of Philadelphia ; and that William Atkinfon,

CAP. III. 

An ACT for confirming the Repeal of divers Laws of this Province. 

WHEREAS the late King Charles the Second, by his Royal Charter, Preamble, 
bearing Date at Wejlmhijler, the Fourth Day of March, in the Thirty- 
third Year of his Reign, was gracioufly pleafed, for the Confideration therein 
mentioned, to give and grant unto the late William Penn, Efq; and to his 
Heirs and Affigns, all that Tract of Land, now known and called by the Name of 
'The Province of Pennfylvania -, and by the fame Royal Charter, the faid late King 
did, for himfelf, his Heirs and Succeffors, make, create and conflitute him, the 
faid late Wjlliam Penn, Efquire, true and abfolute Proprietary of the faid 
Country, faving always to the faid late King, his Heirs and Succeffors, the Faith 
and Allegiance of the faid William Penn, Efquire, his Heirs and Affigns, 
and of all other the Proprietaries, Tenants and Inhabitants, that then were, or 
thereafter fhould be, within the Territories and Precincts aforefaid; and likewife 
faving to the faid late King, his Heirs and Succeffors, the Sovereignty of the 
aforefaid Country, to have, hold, poffefs and enjoy the faid Tract of Land, to- 
gether with all the Iflands therein contained, unto the faid William Penn, 
Efquire, his Heirs and Affigns, to the only proper Ufe and Behoof of the faid 
William Penn, his Heirs and Affigns, for ever. And whereas the faid late 
King Charles the Second, repofing fpecial Truff and Confidence in the Fidelity, 
Wifiom, Juflice and provident Circumfpection, of the faid William Penn, did 
further, by his faid Royal Charter, for himfelf, his Heirs and Succeffors, grant 
free, full and abfolute Power to the faid William Penn, Efquire, and to his 
Heirs, and to his or their Deputies and Lieutenants, for the good and happy Go- 
vernment of the faid Country, to ordain, make and enact, and under his or their 
Seal to publifh, any Laws whatfoever, for the raifing of Money for the public 
Ufe of the faid Province, or for any other End, appertaining either to the public 
State, Peace or Safety of the faid Province, or to the private Utility of particular 
Perfons, according to his or their beft Difcretion, by and with the Advice, Af- 
fent and Approbation, of the Freemen of the faid Country, or the greater Part 
of them, or of their Delegates or Deputies : But to the End that the faid Wil- 
liam 
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mam PfcNN, or his Heirs, or other the Planters, Owners or Inhabitants, of the 
Paid Province, might not, at any Time thereafter, by Mifconftruction of the Powers 
aforesaid, through Inadvertency, or Dcfign, depart from the Faith and due Al- 
legiance, which by the Laws of the Realm or" England they, and all the (aid late 
King's Subjects, in his Dominions and Territories, were always obliged to own 
to the laid late King and his SucceiTors, by Colour of any Extent or Largeni 
Power in the laid Royal Charter given, or pretended to be given, or by Force or 
Colour of any Laws thereafter to be made in the laid Province, by Virtue of any 
fuch Powers, the faid late King was pleafed to declare his further Will and Plea- 
fure to be, that a Tranfcript or Duplicate of all Laws, which ihould be fo as 
aforeiaid made and publiihed within the faid Province, (hould, within Five Years 
after the making thereof, be tranfmitted and delivered to the Privy Council, for 
the Time being, of the faid late King, his Heirs and SucceiTors. And if any of 
the faid Laws, within the Space of Six Months after they fhould be fo tranfmitted 
and delivered, mould be declared by the faid late King, his Heirs and SuccefTors, 
in his c>r their Privy Council, inconiiftent with the Sovereignty or lawful Prero- 
gative of the faid late King, his Heirs and SucceiTors, or contrary to the Faith 
and Allegiance due to the legal Government of the Realm of England, from the 
faid William Penn, Efq; and his Heirs, or from the Planters and Inhabitants 
of the faid Province, and that thereupon any of the faid Laws mould be adjudged 
and declared to be void by the faid late King, his Heirs or SucceiTors, under his 
or their Privy Seal, that then and from thenceforth fuch Laws, concerning which 
fuch Judgment and Declaration mould be made, fhould become void, otherwife 
the faid Laws fo tranfmitted mould remain and ftand in full Force, according to 
the true Intent and Meaning thereof; as by the faid Royal Charter, Relation 
thereunto being had, does more fully appear. And whereas, in Right of and by 
Virtue of the Powers granted to the faid William Penn, Efq; and his Heirs, 
in and by the faid Royal Charter, many Laws and Ordinances have, from Time 
to Time, fince the Settlement of the faid Province, been made by the faid Wil- 
liam Penn, Efq; and his Heirs, and his and their Deputies and Lieutenants, 
by and with the Advice and AiTent of the Delegates or Reprefentatives of the 
Freemen of the faid Province, in General Aflembly met, and publiihed under the 
Great Seal of the faid Province. And whereas divers of the faid Laws, after be- 
ing made and publiihed in Manner aforefaid, have, according to the Directions of 
the faid Royal Charter, been tranfmitted to the Privy Council of the faid late 
King and his SucceiTors, where the fame have been by them, in their Privy 
Council, adjudged to be void : But, forafmuch as the faid Laws not having 
been declared void under the Privy Seal of the faid late King or his Succef- 
fors, according to the exprefs Terms of the faid Royal Charter, fome Doubts 
have arifen, whether the faid Laws were, by fuch Declaration, actually made 
void and repealed ; to the End therefore that all Scruples, touching the Re- 
peal of the faid Laws, may be effectually removed, and that no Doubts may 
hereafter be made concerning the fame, BE IT ENACTED by Patrick 
Gordon, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, by the King's Royal Approbation, under 
the Honourable John Penn, Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, 
true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennfylvania, by and with the 
Advice and Confent of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Aflembly 
Rtpcal of met, and by the Authority of the fame, That all and every of the Laws, Ordi- 
Jj™^J2* nances or Acts of AiTembly, of the Province of Pennfyhania, which, at any Time 
unT/r the before the Publication of this Act, have been tranfmitted to the Privy Council,

have not proved effectual for the good Purpofes for which they were intended, 
and for fecuring the Inhabitants of this Province from being oppreffed with great 
Charges, ariling by fuch idle and diforderly Perfons coming from the neighbour- 
ing Colonies into, and concealing themfelves in, the City of Philadelphia, and the 
respective Townfhips of this Province, until they have either gained a Settlement,

Party convict (hall refufe to pay the Sum of Money fo affeffed or charged to the 
Overfeers of the Poor, for the Ufes a/brefaid, the fame mall be levied of the Goods 
and Chattels of the Offender in theManner herein after directed ; but if fuch Per- 
fon fo convicted have no Goods or Chattels to fatisfy the Money fo affeffed for 
him or her to pay, that then it mall and may be lawful for the faid Juftices to 
commit the Offender to Prifon, there to remain, without Bail or Main-prize, until 
he or (lie have paid the fame, or until he or me mall be difcharged by due Order 
of Law. 

IV. AND whereas it is found by Experience, that many poor Perfons within 
this Province cannot find Employment in the City or Townfhip where they are 
legally fettled, yet might find Work for themfelves and Families in other Places 
within the Province, but not being able to give Security, if required, upon their 
coming to fettle in any other Place, that they and their Families mail not become 
chargeable or burthenfome to any City or Townfhip where they come to dwell, 
and by that Means are confined to their own City or Townfhip, though their 
Labour may be wanted elfe where ; Be it therefore enafted by the Authority afore- 

faid, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, from and after the Firff. Day of Poor Perfons, 
May, which will be in the Year of our Lord One Thoufand Seven Hundred and rem ° ved into 
Thirty-five, {hall come out of the City of Philadelphia, or any Townfhip, into Townfhip, 
another Townfhip within this Province, or fhall come out of any Townfhip in t0 take a 
this Province, into the City of Philadelphia, there to inhabit and refide, mall at Certlficate - 
the fame Time procure, bring and deliver, unto the Overfeers of the Poor of the 
City or Townfhip where he or me fhall come to inhabit, a Certificate, under the 
Hands and Seals of the Overfeers of the Poor of the City or Townfhip from 
whence he, me or they removed, to be attefted by two or more credible Wit- 
nefTes, thereby acknowledging the Perfon or Perfons, mentioned in the faid 
Certificate, to be an Inhabitant or Inhabitants legally fettled in that City or 
Townfhip ; every fuch Certificate, having been allowed of and fubfcribed by 
two or more Juflices of the Peace of the City or County where fuch Townfhip 
doth lie, mail oblige the faid City or Townfhip to receive and provide for the 
Perfon mentioned in the faid Certificate, together with his or her Family, as In- 
habitants of that Place, whenever he, fhe or they, fhall happen to become charge- 
able to, or be forced to afk Relief of, the City or Townfhip to which fuch 
Certificate was given, or into which he, fhe or they were received, by Virtue of 
the faid Certificate, and then and not before, it mail and may be lawful for any 
fuch Perfon, and his or her Children, though born in the City or Townfhip, and 
his or her Servants and Apprentices, not having otherwife acquired a legal Settle- 
ment there, to be removed, conveyed and fettled, in the City or Townfhip from 
whence fuch Certificate was brought. 

V. AND whereas it oftentimes happens that poor Perfons come from the 
City of Philadelphia into fome Townfhip or Place within this Province, and from 
fome Place or Townfhip of this Province into the faid City of Philadelphia, or 
into fome other Townfhip of this Province, and conceal themfelves until they be- 
come fick or lame, and cannot be removed, and oftentimes die before thev can be 
removed, by Reafon whereof the Inhabitants of the City or Townfhip where fuch 
poor Perfon or Perfons fell fick or died are put to Charges, without any Means 
to relieve themfelves from the Payment of the Monies, expended upon the Main- 
tenance or Burying fuch poor Perfon or Perfons, Be it therefore further enabled by The Over- 
the Authority aforefaid, That if any poor Perfon or Perfons fhall come out of the feers of the 
City of Philadelphia into any Townfhip within this Province, or fhall come out of £ 00 r C perfon's 
any Townfhip or Place within this Province into the City of Philadelphia, or any laft Settle- 
other Townfhip within this Province, and fhall happen to fall fick or die, before ^"^J 1 ^ 
he or fhe have gained a legal Settlement in the City or Townfhip to which he or him, when 
fhe mail come, fo that fuch Perfon or Perfons cannot be removed, and if, upon he is charge- 
Notice given by the Overfeers of the Poor of the Place unto which fuch poor ^^ 
Perfon is come, or by one of them, to the Overfeers of the Poor of the City, Townfliip. 
Townfhip or Place, where fuch poor Perfon or Perfons had laft gained a legal Set- 
tlement, or to one of them, of the Name, Circumftances and Condition, of fuch 

poor Perfon or Perfons, with Requeft that they or one of them may take Order for 

the 
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Relief and Maintenance of fuch lick or lame Perfon during his or her Sick-* 

, and lor his or being buried, in cafe he or flic ihould die, and if" fuch Over- 
feer or Overfeers lhall neglect or refufe fo to do, that then and in fuch Cafe it 
fhall be lawful for any two Juftices of the Peace of the City or County where fuch 
poor Perfon had lall gained a legal Settlement, and they are hereby authorized and 
required, upon Complaint made to them, to caufe all fuch Sum and Sums of 
Money, as ihall be necellarily expended on the Maintenance of fuch poor Perfon 
in his or her Sicknefs, or on his or her Burial, by Warrant, under their Hands 
and Seals, to be directed to fome Conftable of their County, to be levied by Di- 
ftrefs and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of the faid Overfeer or Overfeers of the 
Poor, fo neglecting or refufing to take Care and provide for any fuch poor Perfon 
as aforefaid, after fuch Notice given to them, or to one of them, as aforefaid, and 
to be paid to the Overfeer or Overfeers of the City or Townfhip where fuch poor 
Perfon happened to be fick or die as aforefaid, and the Overplus of the Monies 
arifing by Sale of fuch Goods remaining in the Conftable's Hands, after the Sum 
of Money ordered to be paid, together with the Cofts of Diftrefs, &c. are fatis- 
fied, fhall be reftored to the Owner or Owners of the faid Goods. 

VI. AND whereas, by an Act of AfTembly of this Province, intituled, An 
Acl for the Relief of the Poor, it is provided, that it mall and may be lawful to 
and for the Overfeer or Overfeers of the Poor to make and lay a Rate of One Penny 
per Pound, clear Value of the real and perfonal Efr.at.es of all and every the Free- 
holders and Inhabitants within their refpective Townfhips, to be employed for the 
Relief of the Poor, &c. and Four Shillings per Head on all Freemen, not otherwife 
rated ; but it being found upon Experience that the Number of the Poor within 
this Province are very much increafed, and the Overfeers of the Poor of this City 
of Philadelphia, and the refpective Townfhips within this Province, have been 
obliged to lay feveral Rates of One Penny per Pound in one Year, for Maintenance 
of the Poor within the City of Philadelphia, and the refpective Townfhips within 
this Province, which has proved very troublefome, as well to the Perfons on whom 
the faid Monies are raifed, as to the Perfons who are obliged to collect the fame : 
For the Remedying of which Inconveniency for the future, Be it enabled by the 

n Geo. hi. Authority aforefaid, That it fhall and may be lawful to and for the Overfeers of 
Cap.

per Head on all Freemen, not otherwife rated, any Thing in the aforefaid Act of 
AfTembly, or any other Law, Cuftom or Ufage, of this Province to the contrary 
in any wife notwithstanding. 

VII. A N D for the more eafy Difcovery, certain Knowledge, and well Ma- 
nagement of the Affairs of the Poor within this Province, and of what Monies 
are raifed for the Ufe of the Poor, and to what Ufes applied, Be it further enabled 

Overfeers to by the Authority aforefaid, That all and every Overfeer and Overfeers of the Poor 
deliver to a f anv city or Townfhip within this Province fhall, at their laying any Rate for 
DapUc«e of trie Relief of the Poor of their refpective Cities or Townfhips, and they are hereby 
the Rates obliged to deliver to one of the Juftices of the Peace, who allows fuch Rate, a fair 
Ltoofti* Duplicate of the fame, figned by fuch Overfeer or Overfeers, and fhall likewife 
Poor, to their deliver to the refpective Overfeer or Overfeers, who fhall fucceed them, fair and 
Succeflbrs, true Lifl- S of the Poor of their refpective City or Townfhips, with fuch Certificates 
and Notices as fhall be delivered or given to them, upon the coming of any Perfon 
from the City of Philadelphia into any Townfhip of this Province, or of the com- 
ing of any Perfon from any fuch Townfhip into the City of Philadelphia, or into 
any other Townfhip within this Province, as by this Act is provided and directed;

fettling the Accounts of the feveral Overfeers, and for regulating and redreSfing 
the Abufes that may be complained of; Be it therefore enacted by the Authority 
aforefaid, That the Magistrates of the refpective Counties, or any three of them, Overfeers 
within this Province, for the faid Counties, mail and may, on the Twenty- Accounts to

IX. AND whereas the Alms-houfe built for the City of Philadelphia may, 
if well regulated, be of Service, and help to eafe the Inhabitants of the Taxes 
yearly aSTefTed on them for the Maintenance of the Poor; Be it enacted by the Au- 
thority aforefaid, That the Mayor and Recorder, with any two or more Alder- Alms-houfe 
men of the faid City of Philadelphia, fhall from Time to Time have Power and oi PbUadel- 
Authority to choofe and appoint a fober and difcreet Perfon to refide in the faid {r^tohave 
Alms-houfe, for taking Care of the Poor therein, and, where it may be needful, to the Govern- 
direct the receiving into the faid Alms-houfe fuch Poor, and to employ fuch Per- ment of lt " 
fons in the Service of the faid Houfe, and Care of the Poor, and generally to give 

fuch Orders and Instructions for the well-ordering of the faid Houfe, and the 
Poor of the faid City, as to the faid Mayor and Recorder, with any two or more 
Aldermen of the faid City, {hall feem juft and reafonable, and to enjoin Obe- 
dience to the fame. 

X. AND whereas the Overfeers of the Poor of the City of Philadelphia, and 
the refpective TownShips within this Province, at going out of their Office, not 
only frequently neglect or refufe to deliver to the Juftices, a fair and true Account 
of the Monies by them received for the Ufe of the Poor, but likewife leave con- 
siderable Sums of Money, by them afTeffed for the Maintenance of the Poor, un- 
collected, by which Means it comes to pafs that the Monies remaining uncollected 
are loft, and the Burthen of maintaining the Poor falls heavy on fuch as have paid 
their Money : For remedying of which Inconveniency for the future, Be it en- 
acted by the Authority aforefaid, That all and every the Overfeer and Overfeers of overfeers to 
the Poor of the City of Philadelphia, and the refpective Townfhips within this render a fair 
Province fhall, at their going out of their Office, render a fair and true Account Ac . count > &t 
to the Magiftrates of the City of Philadelphia, for the faid City, and to the Juftices their Office, 
of the refpective Counties in which they live, of all the Monies afTefTed by them, 

or that hath otherwife come to their Hands, and how the fame hath been difpofed 
of, and alfo what Part fhall be remaining in their Hands, and to pay the fame to 
the fucceeding Overfeer or Overfeers : And if any Overfeer or Overfeers of any Poor 
within this Province fhall refufe or neglect to render fuch Account to the Juftices 
as aforefaid, and to pay what fhall be remaining in their Hands, according to 
the Direction of the refpective Magistrates, who fhall have the Right of examin- 
ing their Accounts, it fhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Juftices, or any 
three of jhem, to commit fuch Overfeer or Overfeers to the County Goal, with- 
out Bail or Main-prize, until fuch Overfeer or Overfeers fhall render a true and 
fair Account, and pay fuch Monies as Shall appear to be remaining in his or their 
Hands, to the fucceeding Overfeer or Overfeers of the Poor of the faid City or 
Townfhip, to which they reflectively belong.

-,ev as are or fhall be remaining in their Hands, or uncollected at their going 
out of his or their Office, w hich they are hereby enabled to collect, by Warrant 
under the Hands and Seals of any two Magistrates within the laid City or Coun- 
ties, within the Space of Thirty Days after Notice, and Requelt made to them fo 
to do, by any Jultice of the Peace, and being duly convicted thereof before any 
three Juftices of the City or County to which they belong, it (hall and may be 
lawful to and for the Mayor or Recorder, and any two of the Aldermen of the

fuch Townmip lies, to appoint one or more Overfeers of the Poor for the faid City 
or Townmip, as the Cafe may require, at any Time when there mail be Occafion;

An ACT to prevent the Damages, which may happen, by Firing 

of Woods. 

WHEREAS by an Act of the General Aflembly of this Province, paffedin Preamble 
the Twelfth Year of the Reign of King William the Third, it is en- 
acted, That whofoever fhall prefume to fet on Fire any Woods, Lands or Marfhes, 
in this Province or Territories, before the firft Day of the Firft Month yearly, or 
after the nrft. Day of the Third Month, fhall make good all Damages that fhall 
thereby happen to any the Inhabitants thereof : And whereas it hath on Expe- 
rience been found, that the fetting the Woods on Fire at any Time hath proved 
rather hurtful than beneficial to this Province, and great LofTes have happened by 
Occafion of fuch Fires : For Prevention thereof, BE IT ENACTED by 
Patrick Gordon, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, with the King's Royal Appro- 
bation, under the Honourable John Penn, Thomas Penn, and Richard 
Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennjyhania, 
and of the Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and Sujfex, on Delaware, by and with 
the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Pro- 
vince, in General Affembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That the 
Act of AfTembly herein before recited, and every Claufe and Article therein, be 
and is hereby repealed, to all Intents, Conftructions and Purpofes whatfoever. 

II. AND be it further enabled by the Authority afore/aid, That whofoever Remedy a- 
fhall prefume at any Time or Times hereafter to fet on Fire, or caufe to be fet on 2 ainf l Per " 

1 j ions letting 

Fire any Woods, Lands or Marfhes whatfoever, within this Province, fo as thereby Fire to 
to occafion any Lofs, Damage or Injury, to any other Perfon or Perfons, every fuch Woods ; 
Perfon or Perfons fo offending mall be, and are hereby declared liable to make 
Satisfaction for the fame, in any Action or Actions on the Cafe, to be brought by in the Com- 
the Party or Parties grieved, in the Court of Common Pleas in the County where mon Pleas * 
the Offence was committed. 

III. PROVIDED always, and be it further enaBed by the Authority afore- before a 
faid, That where the Party injured fhall not demand above Forty Shillings for his J uftice of the 

Lofs or Damage, it fhall and may be lawful to and for fuch Perfon or Perfons to 
apply to any Juftice of the Peace of the County where the Offence is committed, 
who is hereby impowered and required, by Warrant under his Hand and Seal, to 
caufe the Party offending to be brought before him, or fome other Juftice of the 
Peace of the fame County, and if, upon Examination, it fhall appear to fuch Juftice, 
by the Teftimony of one or more credible WitnefTes, that the Defendant is guilty 
of the Charge exhibited againft him, then the faid Juftice fhall iffue forth his 
Warrant to two or more fubftantial Freeholders of the Neighbourhood, thereby 
commanding them, in the Prefence of the Defendant, if he will be prefent, to 
view the Place or Thing damnified, or enquire into the Lofs fuftained by the 
Plaintiff, and to certify to the faid Juftice, upon their Oath or Affirmation, what 
Damage in their Judgment the Plaintiff hath fuftained by Occafion of the Pre- 
mifes ; snd that upon Return of fuch Certificate to the faid Juftice, he is hereby 
impowered to grant Execution for the Recovery of the faid Damages, together 
with fuch Cofts of Profecution, as is ufual in the Recovery of Debts under Forty 
Shillings. 

IV. PROVIDED alfo, That no Cofts of Suit fhall be paid to any Plain- No Cofts 
tiff, in any Suit to be brought for any Matter or Thing in this Act mentioned, if ^Damages 
the Jury, who fhall try the Caufe, do not affefs above Forty Shillings Damages, above Forty 
any Law, Cuftom or Ufage to the contrary, in any wife notwithftanding. SkWngt. 

V. P RO VI D E D alfo, That where any Offence fhall be committed againft Servants and 
the Tenor of this Act by any Servant, Negroe or Slave, without the Direction of Slaves how 
his, her or their Mafter or Miftrefs refpectively, and fuch Offender be thereof pum 
duly convicted, by the Oath or Affirmation of one credible Witnefs, before any 

Juftice of the Peace of the refpective Counties, fuch Offender or Offenders, unlefs 
his or her Mafter or Miftrefs will pay the Damages fuftained, with Cofts of Suit, 
fhall be whipped with any Number of Stripes, not exceeding Twenty-one, on his 
or her bare Back, at the Difcretion of the Juftice, before whom the Partv fhall

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be convicted, and further, (lull be committed to the Work-Houfe of the County 
where the Offence is committed, there to remain until the Cods of Prolecution 
mall be paid.

CAP. II. 

A SUPPLEMENT to the Laws for laying out of Highways 

and Public Roads. 

.Preamble. ITTHEREAS by a Law of this Province, enabling the Juftices in each 
V V County to lay out and confirm all Roads, except the King's Highways 
and Public Roads, it is provided, that all Roads within this Province, laid out 
by the Directions of the faid Act, mail be public Highways, and fhall be cleared 
and maintained at.the Charge, or by the Inhabitants, of the Townfhip in which 
the faid Road lies, and that if any Part of fuch Road, although the fame be laid 
out for the Conveniency of one or but few Perfons, fhall happen to be laid out 
through the improved Ground of any Perfon, the faid improved Ground is to be 
valued as by the faid Act is directed, and paid for out of the County Stock ; which 
Parts of the faid Law have, fince the great Increafe of our Inhabitants, been found 
to be very inconvenient and burthenfome, as well to the Public as to private Per- 
fons : For remedying of which Inconveniency, BE IT ENACTED by 
Patrick Gordon, Efq; with the King's Royal Approbation, Lieutenant- 
Governor, under the Honourable John Penn, Thomas Penn, and Richard 
Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pcnnfyhanh,

Which faid Affirmations the faid Chief Judge, or other Judge aforefaid, is hereby en- 
abled, impowered and required, to adminifter and take. And when adminiftered 
and taken, an Entry thereof (hall be made in the faid Court, and in the Secretary's 
Office, and the Names of the Perfons tranfmitted to the Commiflioners for Trade 
and Plantations yearly, in like Manner, as by the AcT; of Parliament herein be- 
fore recited is direfted. And for adminiftering the faid Affirmations, and making 
Entries thereof, the Judges and Secretary aforefaid, refpectively, (hall be inti- 
tled to the like Fees, and be under like Penalties, as in and by the faid Aft of 
Parliament is directed and inflicted.

Preamble. TTTHEREAS it is found by Experience that a great Number of the Law-

An Act for eretting Houfes of Correction a?id Work-Houfes in the refpec- 
t'vue Counties, made in the Fourth YeaF of the Reign of King George the Firft, 
it was amongft other Things enacted, That a Houfe of Correction or Work- 
Houfe mould be built at Bri/lol, in the County of Bucks, within the Time 
therein limited, which is long fince expired, and no Houfe of Correction or 
Work-Houfe hath hitherto been built for the Ufe of the faid County. And 
whereas by another Act of AfTembly, intituled, An Adl to enable Jeremiah Lang- 
horne, William Biles, Jofeph Kirkbride, jun. Thomas Watfon, Practitioner in 
Phyfick, and Abraham Chapman, to build a new Court-Houfe and Prifon in the 
faid County of Bucks, made in the Eleventh Year of the Reign laft aforefaid, it • 
was amongft other Things enacted, That it mould and might be lawful for 
them, the faid Jeremiah Langhorne, William Biles, Jofeph Kirkbride, Thomas 
Watfon, and Abraham Chapman, or any three of them, to purchafe and take 
AfTurance to them, and to their Heirs, of a Piece of Land fituate in fome conve- 
nient Place in Newtown, in the faid County, in Truft for the Ufe of the faid 
County, and to erect a Court-Houfe and Prifon thereon, fufficient to accommo- 
date the public Service of the faid County. And whereas in Purfuance of the Act 
laft mentioned the faid Truftees have purchafed a Piece of Land, fituate in New- 
town aforefaid, containing about Five Acres, and taken an AfTurance thereof to 
them and their Heirs for ever, in Truft for the Ufe of the faid County, and alfo 
caufed a Court-Houfe and Prifon to be built on the Premifes for the Ufe aforefaid; 
which Prifon, on Experience, having been found too fmall for the Purpofe afore- 
faid, divers AfTefTments were made, and Rates levied on the Inhabitants of the 
faid County, and therewith a more commodious Prifon hath fince been built on 
the faid Ground, fufficient for the public Ufe of the County aforefaid, and the 
Prifon firft built is no longer necefTary for the Purpofe for which it was erected, 
and may, until further Provifion be made, be fitly ufed as a Work-Houfe and 
Houfe of Correction for the faid County. And whereas three of the faid Truftees, 
fince the making of the Act laft mentioned, to wit, Jeremiah Langhorne, William 
Biles, and Thomas Watfon, are dead, and it is fitting other Truftees mould be 
named in their Places. And whereas divers Parts of the faid Five Acres of Land, 
purchafed for the Ufe of the faid County, have been granted in Fee-fimple, on 
yearly Rents, payable to them the faid Truftees, for the Ufe of the faid County, 
and other Parts thereof remain uninclofed, of little Ufe to the faid County, which 
might alfo be granted at confiderable yearly Rents, and the public Charges of the 
County be thereby lefTened. But forafmuch as Doubts may arife concerning the 
Power of the faid Truftees to grant the Time, and whether the old Prifon can be 
applied to the Ufe aforefaid : Therefore, for avoiding thefe Doubts, BEIT 
ENACTED by the Honourable George Thomas, Efq; with the King's 
Royal Approbation, Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable John Penn, 
Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprieta- 
ries of the Province of Pennfyhania, and Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and SuJJex, 
upon Delaware, by and with the Advice and Ccnfent of the Reprefentatives of 
the Freemen of the laid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by the Autho-

An ACT for erecting of a Houfe of Correction and Work-Houfe 
in the Borough of Briftol, in the County of Bucks, and for raifing 
of Money on the Inhabitants of the faid Borough* for the public 
Ufe and Benefit thereof. 

WHEREAS William Keith, Efq; afterwards Sir tVilliam Keith, formerly Preamble, 
Lieutenant-Governor of this Province, by Letters Patent, under the Great 
Seal of the faid Province, bearing Date on or about the Fourteenth Day of No- 
vember, One Thoufand Seven Hundred and Twenty, did erect the Town of Brijlol Recital of 
aforefaid, into a Borough, with Privilege to the Inhabitants thereof, annually the Charted 
to meet at the Time and Place in the faid Letters Patent mentioned, and to elect, rouVhof" 
by Ballot, fit and able Men, Inhabitants of the faid Town, to be BurgeiTes and BrijtoU 
High Conftable, with all fuch other Officers within the fame, for ferving and 
afhfting the BurgeiTes, in the Management of the Affairs of the faid Borough, 
and in keeping of Peace and good Order therein, from Time to Time, as to the 
faid Electors, or to the Majority of them, mould feem requifite ; and that the 
Burgefs firft chofen, or having the Majority of Votes, mould be called Chief 
Burgefs of the faid Town ; and that the BurgeiTes fo from Time to Time to be 
chofen, taking the Qualifications in the faid Letters Patent directed and enjoined, 
were thereby commiflionated and impowered to be Confervators of the Peace, 
with Powers to arrert, imprifon and punifh, Rioters and Breakers of the Peace, and 
to bind them, and all other Offenders, and Perfons of evil Fame, to the Court of 
General Quarter Seflions of the Peace of the faid County, as fully and effectually 
as JufHces of the Peace of the County may or can do, with divers other Powers, 
Franchifes, Liberties and Privileges, in the fame Letters Patents contained : But 
there being no Work-Houfe, Houfe of Correction or Prifon, erected within the 
Bounds of the faid Borough, the good Purposes of the faid Letters Patents are in 
great Meafure fruftrated, and the Rule and good Government of the fame Bo- 
rough rendered the more difficult to be maintained: For the remedying whereof, 
and for the raifing of Money on the Inhabitants of the faid Borough, for the pub- 
lic Ufe and Benefit thereof, as is herein after directed, BE IT ENACTED 
by the Honourable George Thomas, Efq; with the King's Approbation, 
Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable John Penn, Thomas Penn, 
and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province 
of Pennfyhania, and Counties of New-Caftle, Kent and Sujfex, on Delaware, 
by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen 
of the faid Province, in General Affembly met, and by the Authority of the 
fame, That the BurgefTes and Common Council of the faid Borough for the Burgeflb 
Time being (hall, on the Twenty-feventh Day of September yearly, but if the andCommai 
fame mall happen upon a Firft Day of the Week, then upon the Day before, calculate ° 
or oftener, if Need be, meet together, and calculate the public Debts and the public 
Charges of the faid Borough, and what Sum and Slims of Money may be necef- arges * 
fary to be raifed, on the Perfons and Eftates of the Freeholders and Inhabitants, 
for purchafing a Piece of Land, and building and repairing a Houfe of Correc- 
tion or Work-Houfe thereon, or for renting one already built, as they mall 
judge moft convenient, and alfo for building a Market-Houfe, public Stalls and 
Bridges, repairing Town Wharffs, regulating the Streets and Highways, and to 
and for fuch other public Ufes, as they the faid BurgeiTes, or either of them, 
afhfted by the Common Council aforefaid, or a Majority of them, mall judge 
neceffary for the Year enfuing ; which faid fefpective Sums, with the particular 
Ufes whereunto they mall be agreed to be appropriated as aforefaid, mall be en-

bitams. to ^ e affeffed as afbrefaid ; which AfTefTment, being equally and impartially laid, 
and iigned by the faid Alleffors, fhall be confirmed by the faid BurgefTes, or either 
of them, and the Common Council aforefaid, or a Majority of them, under their 
Hands and Seals, and fhall be paid by every Perfon and Eftate lb alTclTed, on De- 
mand made by the High Conftable for the Time being, who is hereby appoi:

was appointed to collect, which fhall be levied by a Warrant, under the Hand 
and Seal of either of the Burgeffes aforefaid, directed to the Sheriff or his De- 
puty, who are hereby refpectively impowered and required to execute fuch War- 
rant upon the Lands and Tenements, Goods and Chattels, of the Party offend- 
ing ; and in cafe Lands and Tenements, Goods and Chattels, fufficient to make 
Satisfaction, cannot be found, then to imprifon fuch Offender until Payment be 
made.

and of the Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and Sujfex, on Delaware, by and with 
the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Pro- 
vince, in General Affembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the Authority of 
the fame, That if any Perfori or Perfons within this Province, of the Age of Six- 
teen Years, or upwards, from and after the Publication hereof, mall profanely 
andTurflng. fw * ar or cur *" e in the Prefence or Hearing of any Juftice of the Peace of any 
County, or of the Mayor, or other Head Officer, or Juftice of the Peace of any 
City, Borough or Town Corporate, where fuch Offence is or (hall be com-

WHEREAS by the Act, intituled, An Ac~l for the better fecuring the City 
of Philadelphia from the Danger $f Gunpowder y patted in the Eleventh 
Yearof the Reign of King George the Firft, it was amongft other Things enacted, 
That William Chancellor, of the City of Philadelphia aforefaid, Sailmaker, fhould, 
at his own Expence, erect a good and fubftantial, tight and fecure Powder Houfe, 
or Store for Gunpowder, at the Place, and within the Time in the faid Act men- 
tioned, fo fit and capacious as might be reafonably expected to contain all the 
Gunpowder, to be from Time to Time imported or brought into the City afore- 
faid, during the Space of Twenty-one Years, the Time of the Continuance of 
the faid Act ; and that the faid William Chancellory his Executors and Afligns, 
mould, during the Space aforefaid, lay up and ftore all the Gunpowder to be 
imported as aforefaid, and mould, for the Storage aforefaid, receive the Fees and 
Perquifites, and be under the Reftridions and Regulations, in the faid Ad con- 
tained.

TT 7 HERE AS a great Number of the Inhabitants of the Weftern Part of 
VV Lancajier County have, by their Petition, humbly reprefented to the 
Governor and Affembly of this Province the great Hardfhips they lie under, by 
being at fo great a Diftance from the Borough of Lancafler, where the Courts of 
Juftice are held, and the public Offices are kept ; and how hard and difficult it 
is for the fober and quiet Part of the Inhabitants of that Part of the County to 
fecure themfelves againft Thefts and Abufes, frequently committed amongft 
them by idle and diffolute Perfons, who refort to the remote Parts of the Pro- 
vince, and, by Reafon of the great Diftance from the Court or Prifon, frequently 
find Means of making their Efcapes.

vince, mall import into the River Delaware, or into any Port within the Province and fufficient 
of Pennfylvania, any greater Number of Paffengers in any one Ship or other Vef- Room ' 
fel, than fuch only as mall be well provided with good and wholefome Meat, 
Drink, * and ether Neceffaries for Paffengers and others, during the whole Voyage;

And if any Mailer or Commander 
of any Ship or Veffel, againft the Tenor of this Act, mall import into this Pro- 
vince any one, or a greater Number of Paffengers, not accommodated or provided 
during his Voyage with good and wholefome Meat, Drink, Room, and other 
Neceffaries as aforefaid, fuch Mafter or Commander mall forfeit and pay for every 
Paffenger, imported into this Province, the Sum of Ten Pounds, to be recovered Penalty on 
by Action of Debt, with full Cofts of Suit, in any Court of Record within this Failure - 
Province ; the one Half of the faid Forfeiture to any one, who will fue for the 
fame to Effect, and the other Half to the Truftees of Province-I/land, to be ap- 
plied towards the Payment of the Expences, which mail arife by the placing of

Weftward of the River Safquehanna, and Southward and Eaftward of the South 
Mountain, mould be erected into a County, and the fame were thereby erected 
into a County, by the Name of TO RK; bounded Northward and Weftward by 
a Line, to be run from the faid River Safquehanna along the Ridge of the faid 
South Mountain, until it mail interfect the Maryland Line, Southward by the 
faid Maryland Line, and Eaftward by the faid River Safquehanna. And whereas 
by a fubfequent Act of General Affembly of this Province, paffed in the fame 
Year of the prefent Reign, intituled, An Act for erecting Part of the Province of 
Pennfylvania, Weftward of Safquehanna, and Northward and Weftward of the 
County of York, into a County, it was enacted, That all and fingular the Lands 
lying within the Province of Pennfylvania aforefaid, to the Weftward of Safque- 
hanna, and Northward and Weftward of the County of Tork, mould be, and 
thereby were erected into a County, by the Name of CUMBERLAND; 
bounded Northward and Weftward with the Line of the Province, Eaftward,

them, and they were thereby required and firmly enjoined, within the 
fix Months next after the Publication of the faid Act, to aflemble themfelvc 
"ether, and, with the AfTiftance of one or more Surveyors, by them refpectively 
to be provided, to run, mark out and diftinguifh, the Boundary Line between the 
faid Counties of York and Cumberland. But forafmuch as the Ridge of Moun- 
tains, called the South Mountain, along which the Lines, dividing the laid Coun-

1CS thereof, to the Mouth of a Run of Water, called Dogwood Run, and from 
thence on one continued ftraight Line, to be run to the Ridge of Mountains, called 
the South Mountain, and from thence along the Ridge of the faid South Mountain, 
until it interfect the Maryland Line, mail be, and is hereby declared to be, the 
Boundary Line between the faid Counties of York and Cumberland. 
Truftees to II. AND be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid, That the Tru- 
nin the Line fl. ees j n t h e before mentioned Acts named and appointed, or a Majority of the 
Months. U] Truftees mentioned in each of the faid Acts, fhall, within the Space of four Months 
next after the Publication of this Act, affemble themfelves together, and, with the 
AfTiftance of one or more Surveyors, by the faid Counties to be reflectively pro- 
vided, run, mark out and diftinguim, the Boundary Line aforefaid, or fo much 
thereof as (hall be neceffary, to wit ; from the Mouth of Dogwood Run aforefaid 
to the neareft Part of the Ridge of the South Mountain aforefaid, and from thence 
along the Ridge of the faid Mountain, until it fhall interfect the Maryland Line, 
Penalty on under the Penalty of Fifty Pounds, to be levied by Diftrefs and Sale of the Goods 
Failure. Q f t h e fa^ Truftees refuting or neglecting the Service aforefaid, to be refpectively 
paid by the Truftees of the County fo neglecting or refufing to affemble, and run 
and mark out the Boundary Lines, as by this Act is enjoined and required ; one 
Half thereof to be paid to the Truftees, who mail attend the Service enjoined by 
this Act, for the Ufe of the County for which they are refpectively named and 
appointed Truftees ; and the other Half to fuch Perfon or Perfons as will fue for 
the fame, to be recovered in any Court of Record within this Province, by Action 
of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information, wherein no Effoin, Protection or Wager 
of Law, (hall be allowed to the Defendants. 

III. PROVIDED, That nothing herein contained fhall be deemed or 
taken to difannul or make void the faid recited Acts, or any Thing therein con- 
tained ; but that every Claufe, Article and Sentence therein, except what is 
hereby altered or fupplied, fhall be and remain in full Force and Virtue.

Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General 
Affembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That if any Perfon or Perfons Former Laws 
whatfoever within any County Town, or within any other Town or Borough againft firing 
in this Province, already built and fettled, or hereafter to be built and fettled, Gum, m Fire- 
not hitherto reflridted nor provided for by our Laws, (hall fet on Fire their Chim- works, &c.

Shooting-matches, or other idle Sports, Be it further enabled by the Authority ing Horfe- 
aforefaid, That if any public Houfe-keeper, or other Retailer of ftrong Liquors ™ ces . and 
within this Province, fhall promote or encourage any fuch Horfe-races, Shooting- ma°tche?" 
matches, or other idle Sports, or fhall fell any Wine, Rum, Beer, Cyder, or 

other ftrong Liquors whatfoever, to any fuch Perfons fo affembled on Pretence 
of Horfe-races, Shooting-matches, or any other unlawful Sports or Games, he, 
fhe or they, fliall forfeit and pay the Sum of Forty Shillings for the firft Offence, 
and for the fecond Offence the Sum of Three Pounds, and be fuppreffed by the 
Juftices of the refpeclive County Courts to which he, fhe or they may belong. 

III. A N D be it likcwife further enatted by the Authority of or efaid, That if On other 
any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever fliall enter, ftart or run any Horfe, Mare or Perfons con " 
Gelding, or fhall promote or be concerned in any Shooting-match for any Plate, therein. 
Prize, Sum of Money, or other Thing of Value whatfoever, or fhall make, print, 
publifli or proclaim any Advertifement or Notice of any Plate, Prize, Sum of 
Money, or other Thing of Value, to be run for by any Horfe, Mare or Geld- 
ing, or to be fhot for by any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, without the Go- 
vernor's fpecial Licence for the fame, he, fhe or they, fhall forfeit and pay the 

Sum of Three Pounds for the firft Offence, and of Five Pounds for the fecond 
and every other Offence. And if fuch Offender be a Servant, or Negroe, or Indian 
Slave, he, fhe or they, fliall be whipped on the bare Back with Fifteen Lames, 
and confined fix Days at hard Labour in the County Work-Houfe for the firft 
Offence ; and for the fecond, and every other Offence, fliall be in like Manner 
whipped Twenty-one Laflies, and confined ten Days.

V. AND be it likewijk emitted by the Authority afore/did, That every 
the Fines and Forfeitures, accruing or becoming due for Offences againfl this 
Ad, iliall be paid one Half to the Overfeer or Overfeers of the Poor, for the 
lie of the Poor of the Townihip within which fuch Offence may be committed, 
and the other Half to the Ufe of him or them, who ihall inform or fue for the 
fame before any Juftice of the Peace of this Province, who is hereby im- 
powered and authorized to hear and determine the fame, and to convict the 
Offender or Offenders, either on his own View, or by the legal Teftimony of 
one or more Witneffes : Saving to every fuch Offender or Offenders the Right 
of Appeal, in like Manner as is provided in and by an Act, palled in the Nine- 
teenth Year of the prefent Reign, intituled, An AB for the more eafy and fpeedy 
Recovery of fmall Debts; which Fines and Forfeitures fhall be recovered by 
Diftrefs and Sale of the Offender's Goods, or for Want of fuch Diftrefs, if the 
Offender refufes to pay, he, fhe or they, fhall be committed to Prifon for every 
fuch Fine, where the fame is Twenty Shillings, the Space of Eight Days, with- 
out Bail or Main-prize, and fo in Proportion for any of the greater Fines.

Preamble. TY7HEREAS the faving and refforing ufeful and laborious Members to a 
VV Community is a Work of public Service, and the Relief of the fick 
Poor is not only an Ac~t of Humanity, but a religious Duty : And whereas there 
are frequently in many Parts of this Province poor diftempered Perfons, who 
languifh long in Pain and Mifery, under various Diforders of Body and Mind, 
and being fcattered abroad in different and very diftant Habitations, cannot have 
the Benefit of regular Advice, Attendance, Lodging, Diet and Medicines, but 
at a great Expence, and therefore often fuffer for Want thereof ; which Incon- 
veniency might be happily removed by collecting the Patients into one common 
Provincial Hofpital, properly difpofed' and appointed, where they may be com- 
fortably fubfifted, and their Health taken Care of, at a fmall Charge, and where, 
by the Bleffing of God on the Endeavours of fkilful Phyficians and Surgeons, 
their Difeafes may be cured and removed. And whereas it is reprefented to this 
Affembly, that there is a charitable Difpofition in divers Inhabitants of this Pro-

An Acl about Attachments under Forty Shillings, many fraudulent Practices have 9 Geo. i. 
happened, not only to the Injury of fuch Creditors, whofe Demands have ex- Cap. 3. 
ceeded the Sums in the faid Act limited, but of fuch other Creditors alfo as were I3 Ge0 " * 
willing to accept of an equal Share of their Debtors Effects, in Proportion to 
their Demands, and not have them wafted in needlefs Profecutions. And 
whereas the legal Proceedings now ufed for the Recovery of Debts above Forty 
Shillings, and not exceeding Five Pounds, by Attachments, are generally attended 
with fo much Expence as to confume a large Part of the Debtor's Eftate, to the 
great Lofs and Injury of both Debtors and Creditors* For remedying thefe Evils, 
BE IT ENACTED by the Honourable James Hamilton, Efq; Lieu-

fen t of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, ' in General 
Affembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That no Merchant, or other 
Perlbn or Perfons whatfoever, mail, from and after the Publication of this Aft, 
lade or put on board any Ship or VefTel any Staves, Heading, Boards, Plank or

V. EVERY hewed or fhaved Piece of Hogfhead Heading mall be two Feet 
and fix Inches long, the middle Pieces fix Inches broad in the narrowefl Place,

WHEREAS there was this Day read at the Board, a Report from the Right 
Honourable the Lords of the Committee of his Majefty's moft Honour- 
able Privy Council for Plantation Affairs, upon confidering Nineteen Acts, paffed 
in the Province of Pennfylvania in the Years 1758 and 1759, which Report is 
dated the 28th of laft Month, and is in the Words following, viz. 

YOUR Majefty having been pleafed, by your Orders in Council of the 16th of 
February, and 1 3th of March laft, to refer unto this Committee Nineteen 
Acts, palled in the Province of Pennfylvania in the Years 1758 and 1759, as 
likewife a Petition of the Proprietaries of the faid Province, complaining of 
Eleven of the faid Acts, and praying to be heard thereupon before they re- 
ceived your Majefty's Royal Confirmation. The Lords of the Committee 
thought it proper to tranfmit the faid Acts, together with the faid Petition, to 
the Lords Commiflioners for Trade and Plantations, to examine into all the 
faid Nineteen Acts, and to hear the Petitioners upon fuch of the faid Acts, 
againft which they had made their Complaint ; and the faid Lords Commif- 
fioners having accordingly examined into the faid Acts, and heard Counfel 
upon the Petition of the faid Proprietaries againft Eleven of them, as likewife 
Counfel on the Behalf of the Houfe of Reprefentatives of the faid Province, 
in Support of the faid Eleven Acts, the faid Lords Commiflioners have made 
their Report upon all the faid Acts to this Committee ; and it appearing by 
the faid Report, that the faid Lords Commiflioners were of Opinion, that Seven 
out of the faid Eleven Acts, complained of by the faid Proprietaries, were 
proper to be repealed by your Majefty ; the Agents for the Houfe of Re- 
prefentatives made Application to this Committee, praying to be heard in 
Support of the faid Seven Acts, and having entered into the ufual Security, 
according to the Rules of the Council Board, to be anfwerable for Cofts in 
cafe it fliould be judged neceffary to require them to pay the fame; the Lords 
of the Committee thought proper to comply with their Requeft, and ac- 
cordingly, on the 27th of this Inftant, and likewife on this Day, took the 
faid Nineteen Acts and Report into Consideration, and heard Counfel on Be- 
half of the faid Agents in Support of the faid Seven Acts, as likewife Counfel 
on Behalf of the laid Proprietaries againft the fame, and do agree humbly to 
report to your Majefty,

6. That the Payments by the Tenants to the Proprietaries of their Rents, (hall 
be according to the Terms of their refpective Grants, as if fuch Act had never 
been palled. 

The Proprietaries Thomas Penn and Richard Penn, and Benjamin Franklin and 
Robert Charles, Agents for the Province, being acquainted with the Opinion of 
this Committee, the Proprietaries declared, that, for the Sake of Peace, and to 
avoid further Conteft, they would inftruct their Governor to affent to an Act for 
discharging the faid Debt of One Hundred Thoufand Pounds, in the Form of the 
faid Act now under Confideration fo altered and amended. 

AND the faid Agents for the Province propofed, That in cafe this prefent 
Act mould not be repealed, they would undertake that the AfTembly will pre- 
pare, pafs the AfTembly, 2nd offer to the Governor, an Act to amend this Act 
in luch Manner as if it had originally been penned according to the Amendments 
.and Alterations above propofed, and will indemnify the Proprietaries from any 
Damage they may fuftain by fuch Act not being fo prepared, paffed by the AfTem- 
bly and offered to the Governor, and have figned fuch Undertaking in the Books 
of the Council Office, in the following Words, viz.

many Years part, killed and deftroyed by Wears, Racks, Bafkets, Dams, Pounds, 
and other like Engines and Devices, formed and erected in the Rivers Delaware, 
Safquehanna, and the Lehighy commonly called, The Wejlern Branch of Dela- 
ware, for taking of larger Fifh, whereby the great Quantities of Fifh, which 
were formerly to be found and taken in the faid Rivers, are much diminifhed, 
to the great Damage and Injury of the Public -, For Remedy whereof, BEIT 
ENACTED by the Honourable James Hamilton, Efq; Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, 
true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennsylvania, and Counties of 
New-Cajile, Kent and Sujfex, upon Delaware, by and with the Advice and Confent 
of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Affembly 
met, and by the Authority of the fame, That if any Perfon or Perfons whatso- 
ever, from and after the Publication of this Act, (hall erect, build, fet up, re- 
pair or maintain, or fhall be aiding, affifting or abetting, in erecting, building, 
letting up, repairing or maintaining, any Wear, Rack, Bafkets, Fifhing-dam, 
Pound, or other Device whatsoever, for the taking of Fifh within the faid Rivers, 
or any or either of them ; or that fhall fix or faften any Net or Nets, acrofs, or 
in any of the faid Rivers, or any Part thereof, by which the Fifh may be ob- 
ftructed from going up the faid Rivers ; or that fhall take, deftroy, or fpoil any 
Spawn, Fry or Brood of Fifh, or any Kind of Fifh whatfoever, in any fuch 
Wear, Rack, Bafkets, Fifhing-dam, Pound, or other Device aforefaid, every 
fuch Perfon or Perfons fo offending, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of 
this Act, being legally convicted thereof, by the Oath or Affirmation of one or 
more credible Witneffes, or by his own Confeflion, fhall forfeit and pay the Penalty on 
Sum of Twenty Pounds, lawful Money of this Government, for every fuch Of- " efting , . 
fence, or fuffer Six Months Imprifonment, without Bail or Mainprize; one 
Moiety of which Forfeiture fhall be paid to the Informer or Profecutor, and 
the other Moiety to the Overfeers of the Poor of the Townfhip, City or Bo- 
rough, where fuch Offender fhall refide, for the Ufe of the Poor of the faid 
Townfhip, City or Borough, if Refident within this Province, if otherwife, 
where he fhall be apprehended.

An ACT for making the River Schuylkill navigable, and for the 
Prefervation of the Fifh in the faid River. 

WHEREAS the River Schuylkill is navigable for Rafts, Boats, and other Preamble, 
fmall Craft, in Times of high Frefhes only, occafioned by the Obftruc- 
tion of Rocks, and Bars of Sand and Gravel, in divers Parts of the fame : And 
whereas the improving the Navigation of the faid River, fo as to make it palfa- 
ble at all Times, will be very advantageous to the Poor, greatly conducive to 
the Promotion of Induflry, and beneficial to the Inhabitants refiding on or near 
faid River, by enabling them to bring the Produce of the Country to the Market 
of the City of Philadelphia, and thereby increafe the Trade and Commerce of 
the Province : And whereas divers of the Inhabitants of this Province, defirous 
to promote the Welfare of the Public, have fubfcribed large Sums of Money for 
the Purpofes aforefaid, and, by Petition to the Affembly, have requefted that 
Commiffioners may be appointed by Law to take, receive and collect the faid 
Subfcriptions, and fuch others as fhall be hereafter given or fubfcribed, and to 
apply and appropriate the fame for and towards the clearing, fcouring and render- 
ing the laid River navigable as aforelaid, BEIT THEREFORE ENACT-

TT7HEREAS many mifchievous and unlawful Games, called Lotteries, 
V V have been fet up in this Province, which tend to the manifeft Corruption 
of Youth, and the Ruin and Impoverishment of many poor Families : And 
wher.eas fuch pernicious Practices may not only give Opportunities to evil difpofed 
Perfons to cheat and defraud the honeft Inhabitants of this Province, but prove 
introductive of Vice, Idlenefs and Immorality, injurious to Trade, Commerce 
and Induftry, and againft the Common Good, Welfare and Peace of this Pro- 
vince; For remedying whereof, BE IT ENACTED, ADJUDGED 
AND DECLARED, and it is hereby enacted, adjudged and declared by

An A C T for eredting the Southern Suburbs of the City of Phila-

WH E R E A S the Ropes ufed by the Ferrymen, in drawing their Boats 
over the River Schuylkill, and other Rivers and Creeks within this Pro- 
vince, greatly tend to the Difpatch, Eafe and Security of Perfons pafling over 
the fame : And whereas feveral evil-minded Perfons, going up and down the faid 
River Schuylkill, have wantonly and malicioufly cut the faid Ropes, to the great 
Obftru&ion of Travellers, and Damage of the Owners thereof; For Prevention 
therefore of the like Mifchiefs in future, BE IT ENACTED by the Ho- 
nourable John Penn, Efquire, Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable 
Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprie- 
taries of the Province of Pennfyhania, and Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and 
Sujfex, upon Delaware, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefent- 
atives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Affembly met, and by 
the Authority of the fame, That if any Perfon or Perfons, from and after the 
Publication of this Aft, fhall cut any Rope, ftretched acrofs any of the faid 
Rivers or Creeks, by the Owner or Occupier of any Ferry, and ufed in drawing 
the Boats carrying Travellers over the fame, and fhall be thereof legally con- 
victed before any County Court of Quarter Seffions, to be held for the County 
where the faid Offence fhall be committed, or fuch Offender apprehended, every 
fuch Perfon or Perfons, fo offending, fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Ten Pounds ; 
one Moiety thereof to the Owner or Owners of the faid Rope, and the other 
Moiety thereof to the Overfeers of the Poor of the City or Townfhip where 
iuch Owner or Owners fhall refide, to be applied by them to the Ufe of the 
Poor of the faid Townfhip.

or them to pafs with his Shallop, or other larger decked Veffel, in Safety ; and 
if the faid Owners or Occupiers, their Ferrymen or Servants, mail negleft or 
refule to flacken and fink the laid Rope, in xManner aforefaid, with all convenient 
Speed, every fuch Owner or Occupier, being thereof legally convidted in the faid

Honourable John Penn, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable 
Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprieta- 
ries of the Province of Pennfyhania, and Counties of New-Cajlk, Kent and 
Sujex, upon Delaware, by and with the Advice and Content of the Reprefenta- 
tives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Affembly met, and by the 
Authority of the fame, That all and every Perfon and Perfons whatfoever, having 
already erected, or that (hall hereafter erect, any Mill-dam, or other Obftruction 
acrofs the faid River, below the Forks thereof, within this Province, (hall make, 
Forks, &c. open and leave, the Space of Nine Feet in Breadth, near the Middle of the faid 
Dam, at leaft Fourteen Inches lower than any other Part thereof, fo that there

Preamble. TTTHEREAS in Purfuance of the Acts of General AlTembly of this Pro- 
V V vince, one of them paffed in the Seventh Year of his prefent Majefty's 
Reign, intituled, An Acl for amending the Acl, intituled, An Acl for the better 
Employment, Relief and Support of the Poor, within the City of Philadelphia, the 
DiJlriEl of South wark, the Town/hips of Moyamenfing and Paffyunk, and the 
Northern Liberties ; and the other of them palled in the fame Year, intituled, 
An Act to enable the Managers of the Contributions for the Relief and Employment 
of the Poor in the City of Philadelphia, to borrow the further Sum of Three Thou- 
sand Pounds ; the faid Managers did borrow the feveral Sums of Six Thou/and 
Pounds, and Three Thoufand Pounds, for the Ufes and Purpofes in the faid Ads 
mentioned; which faid feveral Sums of Money were directed to be paid off and 
difcharged, out of the Monies which they the faid Managers mould raife by the 
Sale of the Alms-Houfe Square, or Lot of Ground, with the Buildings thereon 
erected ; and in cafe the Monies arifing from fuch Sale mould hot be fufficient

Purpofes 
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Purpofes therein mentioned, the Sum of Fifteen Thou/and Pounds was given and 
granted to His Majefty, for the Defence and Protection of the City of Phi- 
ladelphia. And whereas a Peace being fettled and confirmed fhortly after the

Dams acrofs the faid Rivers, to the almofr. total Obftrudion of the Filh running 
up the fame; Wherefore, for remedying the Mifchiefs aforefaid, BE IT EN- 
ACTED by the Honourable John Penn, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, under 
the Honourable Thomas Penn, and Richard Penn, Efquires, true and ab- 
folute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennfyhania, and Counties of New-Cajlle, 
Kent and Suffex, upon Delaware, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Re- 
prefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General Affembly met, and 
by the Authority of the fame, That all and every Perfon and Perfons whatfoever, 
having already erected, or that fhall hereafter erecl: any Mill-dam or other Obftruc-

An ACT for appointing Regulators in the Southern Parts of the 
Northern Liberties of the City of Philadelphia^ and for other Pur- 
poles therein mentioned. 

WHEREAS there is a certain TracT of Land, in the Townfhip of the 
Northern Liberties, adjoining to and bounded by the City of Philadel- 
phia, beginning at the Northern Bounds of the laid City, on the River Dela- 
ware \ thence up the fame River, the feveral Courfes thereon, to Sbackamaxon 
Creek, commonly called Gunners Run ; thence up the Weft Side of the fame 
Creek to the South Line of the Lands of the Eftate of Ifaac Norn's, decealed ; 
thence by the fame TracT; of Land, the feveral Courfes thereof, to the Road lead- 
ing from Philadelphia to Frankford ; thence down the fame Road to a Stake; 
thence Weft to the Muftard-mill on the Germantown Road, belonging to the 
Eftate of William Majlers, deceafed ; thence continuing the fame Courfe to the 
Old York Road; thence on the Weft Side of the faid Road, the feveral Courfes 
thereof, to Peach Grove Lane; thence wefterly up the faid Lane to the Head 
thereof ; thence continuing the fame Courfe to WiJJdhickon Road ; thence down 
the fame Road, the feveral Courfes thereof, to the Northern Bounds of the faid 
City ; thence by the fame City to the River Delaware, the Place of Beginning ; 
through which faid TracT of Land feveral of the Streets of the faid City, run- 
ning North and South, have legally been extended, and the Owners and PofTef- 
fors, by common Confent, have opened crofs Streets, running weftward from faid 
River Delaware, and have built and erecTed thereon, at a very great Expence, a 
large Number of Houfes, MefTuages, Wharffs, Stores and other Buildings. And 
whereas great Inconveniences have already accrued for Want of Surveyors or Re- 
gulators, to lay out the proper Gutters, Channels and Conduits, for carrying off 
the Waters, and to fet out the Lots, and to regulate the Walls to be built be- 
tween Party and Party, within the Limits of the faid defcribed TracT: of Land; 
For Remedy whereof, BE IT ENACTED by the Honourable John Penn, 
Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, and Rich- 
ard Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennfyl- 
vania, and Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and Suff'ex, upon Delaware, by and with

Preamble. "ITTHEREAS the well ordering and regulating the Watch, and enlight- 

VV ening the Streets, Lanes and Alleys in the Night Time, within the City 

of Philadelphia, have been found, on Experience, very necelTary to prevent Fires, 

Murders, Burglaries, Robberies, Breaches of the Peace, and other Outrages and 

Diforders: THEREFORE BE IT ENACTED by the Honourable John 

Penn, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, and 

Richard Penn, Efquircs, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of 

Pennfyhania, and the Counties of New-Cajlle, Kent and Sujfex, upon Delaware, 

by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of 

the faid Province, in General Alfembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, 

Wardens ap- That it lhall and may be lawful for Samuel Morton, Thomas Mifflin, Edward Duf- 

po1 field, Jacob Winey, Moore Furman, and fofhua Humphreys, Gentlemen, who are 

hereby ililed Wardens, or the greater Number of them, as foon as conveniently

Preamble. TTTHEREAS JufKces of the Peace may be difcouraged in the Execution 
V V of their Office, by vexatious Actions brought againlt them, for or by 
Reafon of fmall and involuntary Errors in their Proceedings : And whereas it is 
necelTary that they fhould be (as far as is confiftent with Juftice, and the Safety 
and Liberty of the Subjects over whom their Authority extends) rendered fafe 
in the Execution of the faid Office and Truft : And whereas it is alfo necelTary, 
that the Subject fhould be protected from all wilful and oppreffive Abufe of the 
feveral Laws, committed to the Care and Execution of the faid Juftices of the 
Peace: BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED by the Honourable Richard 
Penn, Efquire, Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, 
and John Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of> 
ufyhania, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the 
-men of the faid Province, in General AlTembly met, and by the Authority 
of the fame, That from and after the Publication of this Act no Writ fhall be 
fued out againlt, nor any Copy of any Procefs, at the Suit of a Subject, fhall be

VV delphia, and County of Bucks, have fuftained great Damages by Dogs 
killing and wounding their Sheep, without any Redrefs or legal Remedy againft 
the Owner or Owners of fuch Dogs : And whereas the faid Mifchiefs have, in a 
great Meafure, arifen from the Number of ufelefs and unnecelTary Dogs kept by 
the Inhabitants of the faid City and Counties ; for Remedy whereof, BEIT 
ENACTED by the Honourable Richard Penn, Efq; Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, and John Penn, Efquires, true 
and abfolute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennfylva?iia, by and with the 
Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, 
Rates to be in General AlTembly met, and by the Authority of the fame, That there fhall, 
paid yearly a f ter the Publication of this Act, throughout the faid City and Counties, be raif- 
Dogs* 11 ' ° e d, levied, collected and paid, yearly and every Year, for every Dog above the 
Age of three Months, of what Size or Kind foever, which any Perfon or Perfons

An A C T for opening, and better amending and keeping in Re- 
pair, the public Roads and Highways within this Province. 

WHEREAS an Aft of General AfTembly of this Province, intituled, An 
Abl for opening, and better amending and keeping in Repair, the public Roads 
and Highways within this Province, pafTed in the Fifth Year of His prefent 
Majefty's Reign, is nearly expired ; and whereas the Laws for keeping in Repair 
the Roads and Highways, that would thereupon come in Force again, have been 
found burthenfome and unequal upon many of the Inhabitants of this Province, 
and infufficient to anfwer the good Purpofes thereby intended, inafmuch as no 
Provifion is made for fupplying the Overfeers and Inhabitants working thereon 
with Timber and other Materials, necefTary for making effectual Repairs on the 
faid Roads; For Remedying whereof, BE IT ENACTED by the Honour- 
able Richard Penn, Efq; Lieutenant-Governor, under the Honourable Tho- 
mas Penn, and John Penn, Efquires, true and abfolute Proprietaries of the 
Province of Pennfyhania, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefent- 
atives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and by 
the Authority of the fame, That the Freeholders and others, qualified to choofe 
Members of AfTembly of every Townfhip, fhall meet together on the Third Sa- 
turday in the Month of March, yearly and every Year, during the Continuance 
of this Aft, and then and there, by Tickets in Writing, between the Hours of 
Three and of Six in the Afternoon, choofe one or two difcreet and reputable Free- 
holders or Inhabitants, within their refpeftive Townfhips, to be Supervifors of

CAP. XX. 

An A C T for explaining and better afcertaining the Boundary 
Lines of the County of Bedford. 

WHEREAS by an Ad of General Affembly of this Province, intituled, Preamble. 
An AB for erecting a Part of the County of Cumberland into a feparate < 
County, paffed in the Eleventh Year of the prefent Reign, it was enaded, That 
all and lingular the Lands, lying and being within the Boundaries following, 
that is to fay, Beginning where the Province Line croffes the Tufcarora Moun- 
tain, and running along the Summit of that Mountain to the Gap, near the 
Head of the Path Valley; thence with a North Line to the Juniata-, thence 
with the Juniata to the Mouth of Shavers Creek -, thence North-eaft to the 
Line of Berks County ; then along the Berks County Line North-weftward to 
the Weflern Bounds of the Province j thence Southward, according to the fe- 
veral Courfes of the Weftern Boundary of the Province, to the South-weft 
Corner of the Province; and from thence Eaftward, with the Southern Line of 
the Province, to the Place of Beginning. But forafmuch as the Tufcarora Moun- 
tain does not extend to the Province Line, and the Southern Boundaries afore- 
faid are not properly defcribed, the Lines of the County of Bedford cannot be 
known and run by the Truftees appointed for that Purpofe j To the End there- 
fore that the Boundaries of the faid County of Bedford may be certainly known, 
BE IT E N A C T E D by the Honourable Richard Penn, Efq; Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, under the Honourable Thomas Penn, and John Penn, 
Efquires, true and ablblute Proprietaries of the Province of Pennfyhania, by 
and with the Advice and Confent of the Reprefentatives of the Freemen of the

mighty God, the Searcher of all Hearts, that I will

the great Day. Which Oath, fo taken by Perfons who confcientiouily refufe to 
take an Oath in the common Form, fhall be deemed and taken in Law to have 
the fame Effect with an Oath taken in the common Form. 

II. A ND be it further enabled by the Authority aforefaid, That if any Perfon Penalty on 
or Perfons mall be legally convicted of taking a falfe Oath, in the Form herein taking a falfe 
particularly prefcribed, every fuch Perfon or Perfons fo offending fhall incur 

and fuffer the fame Pains, Penalties, Difabilities and Forfeitures, as Perfons con- 
victed of wilful and corrupt Perjury do incur and furTer by the Laws of Great-

and in fuch Cafe the faid Truftees fhall reward the Difcoverer of fuch infolvent 
Offender to the Value of Fhe Pounds, out of the Intereft Money which lhall 
be in their Hands. And every fuch counterfeit Bill fhall be delivered to the 
faid Truftees, to be burnt or deftroyed by them, in the Prefence of a Commit- 
tee of Affembly.

"e)phiJcoln- ^ e Commiffioners for the County of Philadelphia to borrow, from any Perfon or 
tyimpowered Perfons, Bodies Politic or Corporate, who fhall be willing to lend, any Sum or 
to borrow Sums of Money, which they fhall think fufficient and neceffary for the Pur- 
oney ' c ' poles herein after mentioned ; and every Lender fhall receive a Certificate, in 
Writing, under the Hands and Seals of the faid Comrnifhoners, for the Pay- 
ment of the Sum lent, with the Intereft thereof, not exceeding Six per Cent, per

Affigns, for ever, for the greatefc Sum or Sums of Money that can be procured 
for the fame; and upon Receipt of the faid Money, to pay the Sums fo borrow- and pay off

and Penalties, to be recovered in the fame Manner, as other County Rates and 
Taxes are or (hall be laid, afTefTed and levied, agreeable to the Directions of the 
Act of General AfTembly, paffed in the Eleventh Year of His late Majefty 
George the Firft, intituled, An Aft for raifing of County Rates and Levies. 

V. AND whereas the faid Lot of Ground, herein before defcribed and 
directed to be fold, was formerly vefted in fojlma Carpenter, now deceafed, but 
then the furviving Truftee, and his Heirs, to and for the Ufe, Benefit and Be-

B ble. \~X/^ E R E A S the Want of a fufficient Quantity of circulating Specie, to

An ACT for regulating the Buildings, keeping in Repair the 
Streets, Lanes, Alleys and Highways, in the Borough of Lan- 
cafier^ and for other Purpofes therein mentioned. 

WHEREAS the Inhabitants of the Borough of Lancafter have repre- Preamble, 
fented, by their Petition to the AiTembly, that the Owners of the Lands 
within the Limits of the faid Borough have laid out many Streets, Lanes and 
Alleys, for the Accommodation of its Inhabitants, but that many Perfons have 
encroached upon and committed Nufances therein ; that Irregularities and Con- 
troverfies frequently happen in relation to Party Walls, and laying the Founda- 
tions of Buildings, within the faid Borough ; that there is a Variety of other 
Nufances and Annoyances in the faid Borough, to the great Inconvenience and 
Detriment of its Inhabitants. And whereas the great Improvements and Build- 
ings made, and continuing to be made, in the faid Borough, with the Increafe 
of its Inhabitants, and the Trade carried on therein, have rendered the fame a 
principal Place of Commerce in this Province, and it is necelTary, as well for the 
Benefit of its Inhabitants, as the Advantage of all who trade and refort there, 
that the Streets, Lanes, Alleys and Roads, in the faid Borough mould be kept 
open, clean, and free from Encroachments, and that the Streets and Buildings

WHEREAS in and by the Act of General Affembly, paffed in the Fourth 
Year of His prefent Majefty's Reign, intituled, An Aft for granting to 
His Majefty the Sum of Fifty-five Thoufand Pounds, and for ftriking the fame in 
Bills of Credit, in the Manner herein after directed \ and for providing a Fund for 
finking the faid Bills of Credit, by a Tax on all Eftates, real and perfonal, and Tax- 
ables within this Province, it was declared and enacted, That the Sum ol Fifty- 
five Thoufand Pounds, in Bills of Credit, mould be given to the King's Ufe; 
and to the End the faid Sum, in Bills of Credit, Ihould be duly funk and de- 
stroyed, it was, among other Things, thereby further enacted, That there Ihould 
be levied on all Eftates, real and perfonal, within this Province, of all and every 
Perfon and Perfons (the Proprietaries wafte and unlocated Lands only excepted) 
the Sum of Eight een-pence for every Pound clear yearly Value of the faid Eftates, 
in the Manner and under the Regulations in the faid Act mentioned.

WHEREAS many Perfons, finding themfelves incapable of difcharging 
their juft Debts, have, by their Deeds and Conveyances duly executed, 
conveyed and affigned over all their Lands, Tenements, Goods, Chattels and Ef- 
fects, 
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fefts, to Truftees in the faid Deeds mentioned, in Truft, to fell and difpofe there- 
of, and to apply and appropriate the Monies, arifing from fuch Sales, towards 
Payment of their faid Debts, in Proportion to the Demands of their feveral and 
reipeftive Creditors.

Petitioner or Petitioners, and all of the other Creditors of fuch Infolvent, and 
to fettle and finally determine the Shares and Proportions, which each and every

An ACT for regulating the Fifhery in the River Conneftogoe, in 

the County of Lancafter. 

Preamble. XT 7H E R E A S it hath been reprefented to the AfTembly, by Petition from 
V V a Number of the Freeholders of the County of Lancajier, that live on 
or near the River Connejlogoe, that their Anceftors, themfelves, and the adjacent 
Inhabitants, have formerly enjoyed great Advantages from the Fifhery in the fame 
River, but that the Petitioners and others have, for fome Time paft, been in 
great Meafure deprived of this Benefit, from divers Perfons having erected Dams 
acrofs the faid River, to the almolt. total Obftruction of the Fifh running up the 
fame; Wherefore, for remedying the Mifchiefs aforefaid, BE IT ENACT- 
ED by the Honourable John Penn, Efq; Governor and Commander in Chief 
of the Province of Pennjyhania, by and with the Advice and Confent of the Re- 
prefentatives of the Freemen of the faid Province, in General AfTembly met, and 
Manner of by the Authority of the fame, That all and every Perfon and Perfons whatfo- 
Sirn'd 8 ever, having already erected, or that fhall hereafter erect, any Mill-dam or other 
below the Obftruction acrofs the faid River, below the Mouth of Muddy Creek, fhall make, 
Mouth of open and leave, the Space of Ten Feet in Breadth near the End of faid Dam, 
Muddy Ccck, at i ea fl. Fourteen Inches lower than any other Part thereof, as far up the faid Ri- 
ver as the Mouth oiCocallico Creek, and above that to the Mouth of Muddy Creek, 
at leafl Five Feet in Breadth, and Fourteen Inches lower, near the End of faid 
Dam, than any other Part thereof, fo that there be at leafl: Twelve Inches Depth 
of Water, during the Months' of March, April and May, in every Year, con- 
flantly running through the fame; and for every Foot that the Dam is or (hall be 
raifed perpendicular from the Bottom of the faid River, there fhall be laid a Plat- 
form, either of Stone or Timber, or of both, with proper Walls on each Side, 
to confine the Waters, which fhall extend at leaft Five Feet down the Stream, 
and of the Breadth aforefaid, to form a Slope for the Waters gradual Defcent; 
and that all and every Perfon and Perfons, who fhall refufe or neglect to make 
or alter his, her or their Dams, in the Manner directed as aforefaid, within the

may be obflructed from going up the fame; or that fhall take, deftroy or fpoil 
any Spawn, Fry or Brood of Fifh, of any Kind whatfoever, in any fuch Wear, 
Rack, Bafket, Pound or other Device aforefaid, every fuch Perfon fo offending, 
being thereof legally convicted in Manner aforefaid, fhall forfeit and pay the Sum

TH E following Appendix contains a Number of 
A£ta of the General AfTembly, made in the early 
Times of this Province, for the fettling and difpofing of 
Eftates, Real and Perfonal, within the fame, in Virtue 
whereof many Eftates have been fettled or conveyed; 
but from the Change and Circumftances of the Pro- 
vince, divers of them have from Time to Time been al- 
tered or repealed, and others have expired $ it therefore 
appears neceflary to publifti them at this Time, particu- 
larly for the Sake of thofe, who hold Eftates conveyed 
under the Powers given by thofe Laws, or any of them, 
it being clearly fettled, that any A£t done in Purfuance 
of a Power given by Law, while that Law continued in 
Force, is valid, although the Law giving fuch Power 
fhould afterwards be repealed, or by its own Limitation 
expire. 
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I«/^CHARTER* granted by King CHARLES the Second 
to William Penn, Efq; late Proprietary and Governor of the Province of Penn- 
fylvania, bearing Date the Fourth of March, in the Thirty-third Tear of his- 
Reign, Anno 1681, it is, among ft other Things, provided in the Words follow* 
ing, viz.

LAWS agreed upon in England. 

I. npHAT the Charter of Liberties, declared, granted and confirmed the Five and Twentieth Day of the 
X Second Month, called April, 1682, before divers WitnefTes, by William Penn, Governor and Chief 
Proprietary of Pemfylvania, to all the Freemen and Planters of the faid Province, is hereby declared and ap- 
proved, and fhall be for ever held for fundamental in the Government thereof, according to the Limitations 
mentioned in the faid Charter. 

2. THAT every Inhabitant in the faid Province, that is or fhall be a Purchafer of One Hundred Acres of Freemen hav- 
Land or upwards, his Heirs and Affigns, and every Perfon who fhall have paid his Paffage, and taken up One ™ e B ft * ' 8 * t0 
Hundred Acres of Land, at One Penny an Acre, and have cultivated Ten Acres thereof, and every Perfon that 

hath been a Servant or Bondfman, and is free by his Service, that fhall have taken up his Fifty Acres of Land, 
and cultivated Twenty thereof, and every Inhabitant, Artificer, or other Refident in the faid Province, that 
pays Scot and Lot to the Government, fhall be deemed and accounted a Freeman of the faid Province ; and 
every fuch Perfon fhall and may be capable of electing, or being elected, Reprefentatives of the People in Pro- 
vincial Council, or General Affembly, in the faid Province. 

3. THAT all Elections of Members or Reprefentatives of the People and Freemen of the Province of Elections to 
Pennfylvania, to ferve in Provincial Council, or General Affembly, to be held within the faid Province, fhall 

be free and voluntary ; and that the Elector that fhall receive any Reward or Gift, in Meat, Drink, Monies, 
or otherwife, fhall forfeit his Right to deft ; and fuch Perfon as fhall, directly or indirectly, give, promife or 
beftow any fuch Reward as aforefaid, to be elefted, fhall forfeit his Election, and be thereby incapable to ferve 
as aforefaid. And the Provincial Council, and General Affembly, fhall be the fole Judges of the Regularity 
or Irregularity of the Elections of their own refpective Members. 

4. THAT no Money or Goods fhall be raifed upon or paid by any of the People of this Province, by No Taxes t« 
Way of a public Tax, Cuflom or Contribution, but by a Law for that Purpofe made ; and whofoever fhall le- ££ ld but b * 
vy, colled or pay any Money or Goods contrary thereunto, fhall be held a public Enemy to the Province, and 

a Betrayer of the Liberties of the People thereof. 

5. THAT all Courts fhall be open, and Juftice fhall neither be fold, denied nor delayed. Juftice. 

6 T H \ T in all Courts all Perfons of all Perfuafions may freely appear in their own Way, and according Proceedings in 
to their own Manner, and there perlbnallv plead their own caufe themfelves, or, if unable, by their Friends : c ° u *»- 
And the firft Procefs ihall be the Exhibition of the Complaint in Court, Fourteen Days before the Trial ; and 
that the Party complained againft may be fitted for the fame he or fhe (hall be fummoned no lefs than Ten 
Davs before, and a Copy of the Complaint delivered him or her, at his or her Dwelling-houfe.

men of the faid Province, in the Form of a Provincial Council and General Aflembly ; and that the Provincial 
Council fhall confift of Seventy-two Members, to be chofen by the Freemen ; and that the General Aflembly 
may, the firft Year, confift of the whole Body of Freeholders, and ever after of an elefted Number, not ex- 
ceeding Two Hundred Perfons, without the Confent of the Provincial Council and General Aflembly ; and 
fuch Aflembly to fit yearly, on the Twentieth Day cf the Third-Month, May, as in the firft, fecond, third, 
fixth, fourteenth and fixteenth Articles of the Charter, Reference being thereunto had, doth more at large ap- 
pear.

A PETITION of RIGHT. 

To Benjamin Fletcher, Captain-General and Governor in Chief in and over the 
Province of Pennfylvania, and Country of New-Cattle, &c. 

We, the Freemen of the faid Province and Country, in General AJfembly met, 
Humbly Jhew, 

THAT WHEREAS the late King Charles the Second, in the Three and Thirtieth Year of his Reign, Petition to the 
by Letters Patent under the Great Seal of England, did (for the Confideration therein mentioned) grant Governor to pat 
unto William Penn, and his Affign;:, this Colony or Trad of Land, thereby erecting the fame into a Province, exudon** ^^^ 
calling it Pennfylvania, and comlituting the faid William Penn abfolute Proprietary of the faid Province (faving 
amongfl other Things the Sovereignty thereof) thereby alfo granting unto the faid William Penn, his Deputies 
and Lieutenants, by Virtue of the faid Royal Charter, full, free and abfolute Power, by and with the Aflent of 
the Freemen of the faid Province, to make, enacl and publifh any Laws whatfoever, for any End, appertaining 
either to the public ttate, Peace or Safety of the faid Country, or unto the private Utility of particular Pcr- 
fons, according to their belt Difcretion. Which Laws, fo as aforefaid made and published, the faid late King 
did, by the faid Letters Patent, enjoin, require and command, mould be molt abfolute and available in Law, 
and that all the liege People and Subjects of the faid late King, his Heirs and SuccefTors, mould obferve and keep 
the fame inviolably in thefe Parts. But that the Laws for regulating and governing of Property within this 
Province, and likewife as to Felonies, might be and continue the fame as they fhould be, for the Time being, 
by the general Courfe of the Law of England, until the faid Laws fhould be altered by the faid William Penn, 
and by the Freemen of the faid Province, their Delegates or Deputies, or the greater Part of them. 

AND to the End the faid William Penn, or the Inhabitants of this Province, might not at any Time there- 
after, by Mifconftruftion or Colour of the Powers aforefaid, or by Pretence of the faid Laws thereafter to be 
made, through Inadvertency or Defign, depart from the Faith and AllegMance, which, by the Laws of England, 
they and all the King's Subjects in his Dominions always owe to him, his Heirs and SuccefTors, He, the faid 
late King did, by his Letters Patent, declare it to be his further Will and Pleafure, that a Duplicate of all the 
Laws, fo as aforefaid made and publifhed, fhould, within five Years after the making thereof, be tranfmitted 
and delivered to the King's Privy-Council for the Time being. And if any cf the faid Laws, within the Space 
of fix Months after that they were fo tranfmitted, fhould be declared by the faid King, his Heirs or SuccefTors, 
or his or their Privy Council, inconfiftent with the Sovereignty or lawful Prerogative of the fa ; d King, his 
Heirs or SuccefTors, or contrary to the Faith and Allegiance due to the legal Government of England from the 
faid William Penn, or the Planters and Inhabitants of the faid Province, and that thereupon any of the faid 
Laws were adjudged and declared to be void by the faid King, his Heirs or SuccefTors, under his or their Privy- 
Seal that then, and from thenceforth, fuch Laws, concerning which the faid Judgment and Declaration were 
made fhould become void, otherwife the Laws fo tranfmitted fhould remain and ftand in full Force, according 
to the true Intent and Meaning thereof. 

BY VIRTUE of which Letters Patent, and purfuant to the Powers, Provifoes and Refcridlions therein 
fpecined, divers reafonable and wholefome Laws were made, tranfmitted and prefented to the faid King and 
Privy Council. 

AND WHEREAS the King and Queen that now are over England, Sec. by their Letters Patent, under 
their Great Seal, dated the One and Twentieth Day of Oaober, in the fourth Year of their Reign, having (for 
the Reafons therein mentioned) taken the Government of this Province and Country into their own Hands, and 
under their immediate Care and Proteaion, did think fit to conftitute and appoint thee, the faid Benjamin 
fh'cher, "to be their Captain-General and Governor in Chief in and over the fame, thereby requiring thee, 
amoneft other Things, to do and execute all Things in due Manner that fhall belong to thy Command, and 
the Troft r~p"f" 4 in thee by the faid King and Queen, according to fuch reafonable Laws and Statutes as then 
were in Force, or thereafter fhould be made and agreed upon by thee, with the Advice and Confent of the 
Council and AfTembly of this Country.

FORASMUCH as by a Law made at Upland it was enatted, That all Lands were made liable to pay 
Debts, with fuch Reflriclions and Limitations as are therein exprefTed ; for the fuller and more fatisfadlory 
Explanation and Alteration of the fame, IT IS HEREBY ENACTED, That all Lands whatfoever, and 
Houfes, fhall be liable to Sale upon Judgment and Execution obtained again ft the Defendant, his Heirs, Exe- 
cutors or Admiftrators ; with this due Provifo, that the MefTuage and Plantation, with its Appurtenances, upon 
which the Defendant is chiefly feated, may not be expofed to Sale till the Expiration of one Year after the 
Judgment obtained, to the Intent that the Owner, or any on his Behalf, may endeavour the Redemption of the 
fame. And before fuch Sale fhall be made, the Appraifement thereof fhall be by twelve honeit and difcjeet 
Men of the Neighbourhood ; and that after fuch Sale and Appraifement as aforefaid, the Laud fhall be and 
remain as a free and clear Eflate to the Purchafer or Creditor, his Heirs and Afligns for ever, as ever it was to 
the Debtor. Provided always, That lawful Interert be allowed to the Creditor from the Time of the faid Judg- 
ment obtained until the faid Time of Sale or Satisfaction. Provided alfo, That the chief Plantation or MefTuage 
/hall be the laft to be executed.

The following Extradt from a Letter of Benjamin Franklin, Efq; one 
of the Agents for this Province in London, dated January the Eleventh, 
1766, was laid before the Houfe. 

IN Compliance with the Dire&ion in the Committee's Letter, I have procured, and now fend you inclofcd, 
authentic Office Copies of the Reprefentation of the Board of Trade, dated September the Eighth, 1709, 
upon our Ads of 1705, referred to them j and of the Order of Council, Oclober the Twenty-fourth, 1709, 
upon that Reprefentation. By thefe it appears, that ouf Aft for regulating Elections, l$c. which includes 
and confirms the principal Privileges of the Proprietary Charter, was duly laid before the Council, with the 
other Atts parted the fame Seflion ;— — -that they were, on the Twenty-eighth of April, 1709, referred by 
the Council to the Board of Trade ; that that Board reported upon them September the Eighth, propofing 
fix of them as proper to be difallowed, and declaring that they had no Objection to any of the others, of which 
they give the Titles. Then the Order of Council ftiews, that no more were repealed by Her Majefty than 
were propofed for Her Difallowance by the Board of Trade : And this Order being on the Twenty-fourth 
of Oclober, was within Four Days of the Expiration of the Six Months, after which all Hand confirmed that 
were not before repealed. I fuppofe thefe Papers will be quite fatisfa&ory on that Head.

May it pleafe Tour Majesty, 

IN Obedience to Your Majefty's Order in Council, of the Twenty-eighth of April laft, referring to our

ORDER in COUNCIL. 

At the COURT at WINDSOR, the Twenty-fourth of Ottober, 1709. 

PRESENT, 

The QUEEN's Moll Excellent MAJESTY in Council. 

AReprefentation from the Lords Commiffioners of Trade and Plantations, dated the 8th Day of September 
laft, upon divers Laws tranfmitted from Pennfylvania, having been this Day read at the Board, Her 
Majefty in Council approving thereof, and having thereupon declared Her Difallowance of the feveral Afts 
therein propofed to be repealed ; Her Majefty is further pleafed to order, that it be recommended to Mr. 
JPenn, Proprietary of Her Majefty's Province of Pennjyl<vania, by the Lords Commiffioners of Trade and Plan- 
tations, to caufe all fuch Laws as fhall hereafter be paffed in the AfTembly of that Province to be tranfmit- 
ted, and prefented for Her Majefty's Approbation or Difallowance in Council, as foon as conveniently may be 
after the fame fhall have been palled there ; and to endeavour to get a Law pafied in the A/Tembly there for 
renouncing the Pretender, and declaring the Allegiance of the Inhabitants to Her Majefty ; as alfo that No- 
tice be given to Mr. Penn, or his Agent, by the faid Lords Commiffioners, that in cafe the Aflembly of Penn- 
fyhiania fhall think fit to re-enacl the Law now difallowed by Her Majefty, intituled, " An Ad for the further 
fecurin" the Adminif ration of the Government of this Province," with a Provifo, that on the Death or Abfence 
of the Lieutenant Governor, the Proprietary do nominate another, and obtain Her Majefty's Approbation 
within Six Months after fuch Death or Abfence, Her Majefty will be gracioufly inclined to approve of the 
faid Aft; and Her Majefty taking Notice, upon this Occafion, that divers Afts tranfmitted from the Planta- 
tions have been difallowed by Her Majefty, by Reafon of fome Claufe or Claufes therein, which have not 
been thought fit for Her Majefty's Approbation, and the other Parts of the faid Afts have appeared good 
and profitable for the Welfare of Her Majefty's Subjefts there, Her Majefty is pleafed to order, that where 
any fuch Afts fhall be difallowed by Her Majefty, on the Reprefentation from the Lords Commiffioners for 
Trade and Plantations, Notice be given to the refpeftivc Governments, or their Agents, by the faid Lords 
Commiffioners, of the Reafons for repealing the faid Afts, to the End that, upon re-enafting the fame, the 
AfTiinbly may form them accordingly. JOHN POVEY.
